A Study of Submarine Disasters 
Lawrence A. Williams 
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Squalus Ordered To Submerge

\ ITHIN one lunar month three sub- 


marines were wrecked with a total loss of 
1% lives, Five days after the new moon of 
May 18th, the Squalus was sunk off Ports- 
mouth in a situation so dangerous it held 
the attention of the world until all but 26 
were saved. On June 1st the Thetis was lost 
in Liverpool Bay and the world stood by 
helpless while 99 men suffocated in their 
trap. On June 15th the Phénix submerged 
in Cam-Ranh Bay with 71 men within her 
armored walls. None of them were ever 
again to see the light of day. 

These tragedies were heralded by the 
forming T.square of Mars-Pluto-Saturn, one 
of the most violent of all ‘possible aspects. 
Affictions in our personal horoscopes indicate 
Problems to face and lessons to learn. In the 
Stream of history, afflictions mean much the 
same thing. Disaster, conflict, tribulation, is 


the raw material that may be transmuted to 
wisdom—wisdom that can prevent recur- 
rence of the trouble. 


Disasters Predictable 

The lesson we may learn from the sub- 
marine tragedies is that they were predic- 
table. A postulate of the theory of free will 
is that things predictable are preventable 
through forethought and wise action. 

It may seem highly improbable that a mod- 
ern government would conduct its submarine 
—or any other—service according to astrol- 
ogy. But astrology was once vital to the 
conduct of nations, and it may be again. It 
is for us to so perfect our science that 
politicians as well as dictators will wish to 
avail themselves of its service. 

The sub disasters were foreshadowed in 
ingress, eclipse, and lunation charts. Pluto 
was conjunct the London and Paris ascend- 
ants, squaring that of Washington, at the 
Aries Ingress. This indicates that affairs 
ruled by Pluto, i.e., submarines, would arouse 
the people of the United States, England, and 
France during the following year. 

It may be significant that the events oc- 
curred in order of the nearness of the 
aspect: Pluto was 36 minutes from an exact 
square to the Washington ascendant, 1 degree 
6 minutes from a conjunction to the London 
ascendant, and 2 degrees 26 minutes from 
that of Paris. 

Pluto was conjunct the Washington 
Ascendant at the solar eclipse of April 19th, 
squared by the eclipse and by Saturn on 
the midheaven. At London and Paris, Pluto 
was elevated in the tenth house with the 
eclipse and Saturn in the seventh. 

-At the lunar eclipse of May 3rd, Pluto 
was again on the Washington ascendant and 
in the London and Paris tenth. Mars was now 
well in the picture squaring Saturn and 
nearing the opposition of Pluto.

These positions on the ascendant and me- 
ridian are important because it is when in 
the angles (1st, 4th, 7th, 10th houses) that 
planets impel to action. 

The lunation of May 18th put the finishing 
touch on these ominous planetary positions. 
The influence of ingress and eclipse may be 
spread over a year, but the action of a new 
moon is limited to a month in mundane 
astrology. 

The Mars-Pluto opposition, now nearly 
exact, was on the Washington horizon, exact 
on that of Portsmouth, N. H., where the 
Squalus was to sink five days later. This 
aspect was conjunct the meridian of London 
and Paris, marking those governments, too, 
for plutonian tragedy within the month. 


A Perfect Example 


The Squalus disaster is a perfect example 
of one of the simplest theories of astrological 
timing: An event promised by an aspect will 
occur near the locality where the key planet 
is on an angle of the mundane chart when— 
after the perfection of the aspect and after 
the moon aspects the key planet—that planet 
next transits an angle. 

The May lunation established the Ports- 
mouth location. Then Mars reached the exact 
opposition of Pluto the morning of May 23rd, 
designating the day. The Moon conjoined 
Pluto at 8:50 am., which gives the approxi-

mate time. Pluto was exactly on the ascend- 
ant at 8:31 a.m., which gives the exact time 
the order was given to submerge. The time 
reported for the submerging was nine 
minutes later, but 8:31 a.m. is the true time 
of the disaster. The valve stuck. The 
Squalus plunged to the bottom and stayed 
there. 

If this rule of astrological timing was in- 
fallible, the Thetis and Phénix tragedies 
would have occurred within a few hous 
for they were promised by the same T 
square. 

Astrology, however, is not so simple. Tim- 
ing of mundane events depends not only o 
transits, but on progressions of ingress, eclipse 
and lunation horoscopes. The circumstances 
of the Squalus could not be exactly repeated 
because the very rotation of the earth denies 
the same influence to any two locations 
its varied surface. 

Following an obscure stellar law, the Thetis 
submerged in Liverpool Bay about 12:4 
p.m., G.M.T., June Ist. It had no trouble at 
this time, for a well aspected Neptune was 
ascending. But it was due to rise in three 
hours, at which time Pluto held the mid- 
heaven exactly, opposed by Mars at the Nadir 
and squared by fateful Saturn in the seventh 
house. 

This angular configuration set the tragedy 
and doomed 99 men. I believe this was the 
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time when the accident occurred that left 
the great Thetis up-ended in a mudbank in 
a treacherous current. 

France had been marked for a similar 
disaster, but why did it occur off Cam-Ranh 
Bay in the South China Sea? This location 
is significant because the solar eclipse fell 
on its Nadir, Mars ascendant, and Pluto in 
the seventh squaring the meridian. 

Saturn had crept to within a half degree 
of the place of the solar eclipse when the 
Phénix went for a routine dive about 7 a.m. 
on June 15th. It was nearing the midheaven, 
the Mars-Pluto opposition nearing the hori- 
zn. The Moon was on the place of the May 
lunation, within a degree of aspecting Saturn. 
We cannot know for certain, but the accident 
that prevented the Phénix from regaining 
the surface probably occurred about 8 a.m. 
when the T square held the horizon and M.C. 


Tragedies Preventable 


The birth chart of the Phénix is an example 
of official astrological ignorance. In some 
future day governments through repeated 
costly tragedies will learn the folly of spend- 
ing millions on a vessel and then launching 
it without sound astrological advice. 

The Phénix drew its first depth on April 
12, 1930, shortly before a lunar eclipse. Not 
only was the Moon opposite the Uranus- 
Sun conjunction, they were all squared by

a Saturn-Pluto opposition, forming a cardinal 
cross, The trines of Neptune to Mercury- 
Venus and Moon to Jupiter preserved the 
submarine for nine years. But on June 15th 
Saturn transited the Sun’s progressed place, 
the place of the April eclipse and the fulerum 
of the violent T square, Neptune transited 
the opposition of Mars, and Mars was turning 
stationary near the place of the progressed 
moon. On that day official ignorance cost 71 
lives and a submarine. 

Much research remains to be done, but 
it may be demonstrated that sub disasters 
are predictable and preventable through elec- 
tion charts for launchings and extra precau- 
tions during danger periods. 

The lunation of January 20th of this year 
fell in the last degree of Capricorn opposite 
Pluto, ruler of submarines. Pluto held the 
tenth house at Tokio. Precautions might 
have been taken, but they weren’t. And on 
February 2nd, the Japanese sub ‘1-63 went 
down with 81 men aboard. 

The solar eclipse of April 6, 1932, was 
conjunct the Paris Nadir and Uranus, all 
square Pluto. On July 8th, the Promethee 
went down off Cherbourg with a loss of 63 
lives. 

These examples may be multiplied, for 
there are many such tragedies to analyze. 
Between 1919 and 1927, the United States 
alone lost 8 submarines. 

The path of ignorance is costly. We may 
not be able to control our environment and 
the elements, but through astrology we may 
learn to adjust ourselves to live in harmony 
with them. To demonstrate this to the world 
is the moral responsibility of every student 
of astrology. If they teach us a technique 
of prevention, these tragedies need not have 
been in vain. 


Ed.’s Note: As we go to press, we note a 
news report in the New York Herald Tribune 
of July 14th on the resinking of the Squalus 
after it had been raised eighty-five feet from 
the ocean floor, and after seven weeks of 
salvage preparation. 

In the chart erected for this subsequent 
incident, which occurred at approximately 
3:30 p.m. D.S.T., 71 W. Long., 43 N. Lat., we 
find Scorpio ascending, with Pluto, its ruler, 
powerfully stirred on a fixed cross with Mars

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Astrology—A Spiritual Sczence

== is essentially a spiritual 
science, whose ancestry and lineage run 
through the dreary sands of many a period 
of intellectual and spiritual barrenness, and 
is linked, beyond the receding vistas of 
bygone centuries, with the Mystery-Schools 
of ancient times. . 

The lives of men and women and their 
inherent and innate characteristics, evolving 
into and building up their earthly destinies, 
are a study of profound interest. The fates 
of nations and of the world, as a whole, 
bringing in their wake the rise and fall of 
empires, and the ascendency of leaders of 
thought, are a study still more fascinating; 
and the unquestioned possibilities of strictly 
scientific prophecy with regard to the 
future of nations in general and of indi- 
vidual men and women in particular, are 
in themselves a proof that the Past, the 
Present, and the Future, blend beyond the 
veil of phenomenal appearances into the 
ceaseless Now. But is it not of. still 
greater interest to try and fathom the 
spiritual and intellectual causes which ac- 
tivate into function certain cosmic laws, 
and to attempt to answer the “why” and 
“wherefore” of certain operations which 
Nature employs in order to bring about 
certain definite results? 

A glance at present-day occidental as- 
trological research shows to the observer 
that a new science of the stars is in the 
making, a new and deeper understanding 
of this sublime knowledge is about to be 
born in the west; and the signs of the 
times indicate with sufficient clearness that 
this “new” and deeper viewpoint is at the 
same time a very “old” one. The spirit of 
the ancients is brooding these days over 
many a department of scientific and 
 oaghaa thought, bringing to renewed 

irth, as it were, currents of old knowledge, 
forms of age-old wisdom, structures of 
thought reared upon ideas which already 
were hoary with age when the great 
Pyramids were erected, and the Vedic 
hymns were sung by Initiates. 

Whatever the sceptical world may say 
to the contrary, there is indeed a genuine 
spiritual astrology, a science based upon 
a knowledge which is at the same time 
strictly scientific, profoundly philosophical 
and genuinely religious, and which knowl- 
edge is grounded upon Nature’s own re- 
condite and sublime operations, facts of 
Universal Being which in ancient times 
constituted the true and unadulterated 
“science of the stars.” In these bygone 


times, that science included vastly more 
than what in our days passes in the Oec- 
dent under the term of “astrology.” 
The ancient Wisdom-Astrology had a 
wider scope for its investigations, and 
looked behind the phenomena into the realm 
of spiritual causes which manifested as 
transitory effects in the world of men. It 
dealt not only with the influences of planets, 
and of the Sun and Moon and the stars, 
upon the earth and upon the human beings 
inhabiting it, but delved into the very 
nature of these celestial bodies, as being 
entities with a life of their own coursing 
through them. It is well to remember in 
this connection that the ancients spoke of 
the earth and of the other planets as “ani- 
mals,” for which fact moderns have laughed 
at them, without understanding what they 
really meant. There was a vast difference 
in ancient times between “animals” and 
“beasts,” considered as terms to express 
definite ideas; and it is well to note that 
the philosophers and scientists of ancient 
times did not use meaningless terms to 
express some passing subject of thought. 
Today we of the Occident have made these 
two terms interchangeable. With _ the 
ancients everything that had life in it, and 
exhibited signs of indwelling and inforn- 
ing Vitality, was termed an “animal,” fron 
anima, “the faculty by which we live,” to 
use the definition of Nonius Marcellus, the 
Latin grammarian, who contrasted this 
term with the term animus, “the faculty by 
which we know,” in his statement: “Animus 
est, quo sapimus, anima qua vivimus.” 
The ancient Greeks likewise called the 
celestial bodies “ensouled entities,” 204, 
from which term comes our word Zodiac, 
meaning in strict accordance with the 
philosophies of antiquity, the “circle of the 
living ones,’—a term which has been de 
graded in modern times to mean an ap 
parent chain of mythical animals, whose 
real profound significance has been_ almost 
entirely lost in Occidental countries for 
many a century. Instead of animals, in We 
every-day meaning of this term, the 
ancients meant by zéa (to use but one 
illustration out of many) animate entities, 
spiritual-psychological Forces, and not what 
the moderns have tried to make us believe. 
Even some of the greatest of the early 
Christian Church Fathers taught more o 
less the same thing; Origen wrote (De prit 
cipiis, Bk. 1, ch. vii, section 2): “. . ., Ye 
as the stars are living and rational being’

Cycles of Planetary Declination 


aa I continue the study of the plane- 
tary cycles, which has occupied the last few 
articles of this series,* it would be well to 
state more definitely perhaps than ever, the 
main premise upon which this study has been 
based. This premise (or basic consideration) 
is that astrology is essentially a study of 
cycles. Planets, Sun and Moon, Stars, as 
used in the more valid type of astrology, are 
not primarily to be considered as celestial 
bodies having mass and exerting influences 
in terms of size, distance or any other phys- 
ical characteristics (characteristics altogether 
ignored in astrology), but rather as pointers 
indicating the serial phases of a number of 
cosmic cycles which correlate with the pe- 
riodical developments of organic and psychic 
factors in man, individually and collectively. 

Thus what counts essentially is not the 
physical planet Jupiter, but- rather the cycle 
it makes patent by its periodic motion. There 
is, in every living organism, a factor (of ex- 
pansion and functional organization) which, 
varied as its outer manifestations may be, 
can be symbolized by Jupiter and thus called 
the Jupiterian factor. It can be so sym- 
bolized because the periodical motions of the 
actual planet Jupiter constitute a cycle which 
is identical to the cycle of development of 
this Jupiterian factor within the living 
organism, 

Thus the daily position of the actual planet 
Jupiter becomes a rigorously exact indicator 
of the phase of cyclic development of the 
Jupiterian factor within the living organism 
considered—at any time selected. To say the 
same thing differently: the position of a 
Planet in a birth-chart indicates essentially 
@ particular point in the cycle of this planet. 
I repeat that no physical characteristics of a 
Planet are ever taken into consideration by 
modern astrology. What counts is in most

cases only the longitude of the planet: and 
that means merely its projection upon the 
ecliptic (or, in other cases, upon some other 
abstract circle of reference. If Jupiter is 
found in a chart in Taurus 15°, this indicates 
that—considering the Sun’s cycle (zodiac) as 
a standard of reference—Jupiter is 45 de- 
grees away from the first point (Aries 0°) 
of the cycle. Jupiter had covered one-eighth 
of the whole cycle when the person was 
born. 

Knowing this, we know that the Jupi- 
terian factor in this person’s nature has cer- 
tain definite characteristics; that is, the char- 
acteristics produced by a 45° distance from 
the source of the cycle—what we call tech- 
nically the mid-point of Taurus. The po- 
sition of Jupiter in the skies is merely an 
indicator, a pointer; just as the hands of a 
clock indicate the time of the day. It is the 
position of the hands of the clock which tells 
us whether we should get up, eat lunch or 
retire. Its “influence” upon us is purely sym- 
bolical—as people subjected to Daylight Sav- 
ing Time should well know. It indicates that 
certain vital functions in our biological or 
social organism have reached a certain pe- 
riodical point at which they display certain 
needs or characteristics (hunger, sleep, need 
to go to work, etc.). 

The cyclic motions of the hands of the 
clock are thus synchronous with the pe- 
riodical series of requirements of our outer 
or inner being. From either one of the two 
cycles, the other can be theoretically de- 
duced. Finding the exact moment of birth 
of an individual by the study of the main 
events of his life (rectification, technically 
speaking) is deducing the motions of some 
actual planet, particularly the Moon, from 
some typical crises of growth or changes in 
the life of the individual. 

Such statements as the foregoing give a 
simplified picture of the matter, and it is evi- 
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dent that where the destiny of an individual 
is considered, an individual “clock” has to 
be studied beside the general “clock” which 
the solar system constitutes. Thus the birth- 
chart becomes the zero-point of this indi- 
vidual clock, and “progressions” or “direc- 
tions” give us individual cycles from which 
to deduce the individual aspect of the native’s 
destiny. 

But whether we consider the day by day 
actual zodiacal positions of the planets—as 
found in the astrological Ephemeris—or we 
study the more obviously abstract position 
of “progressed” planets, the meaning of 
planetary position is the same: it is the mean- 
ing with reference to the entire cycle of the 
planet and in terms of distance to the source 
of this cycle. What has significance is the 
position and not the actual body of the planet. 
Astrology deals with moments within cycles 
—not with physical planets having physical 
characteristics. Astrology is an algebra or 
an abstract geometry—and not essentially a 
kind of applied physics or cosmo-dynamics. 

A “scientific astrology” based strictly on 
the possibly observable and rigorously de- 
monstrable effects of the entire magnetic field 
of the solar system upon the Earth and its 
human as well as vegetable and animal races 
will most likely be developed sooner or later. 
But what we call astrology today, and what 
antiquity called astrology, proceed on an 
entirely different foundation of thinking. To 
ignore this fact is only to foster confusion 
and to open the doors wide to biased and ri- 
diculous attacks from so-called scientists. 
Unwilling to study astrology for what it is, 
these scientists listen to the extravagant 
claims of astrological fortune-tellers or to 
the disconcerting talk of zealous astrologers 
who rush to defend astrology on grounds 
on which it could not be defended against 
the clear-cut logical criticism of trained aca- 
demic thinkers. The result is an unfortunate 
state of mental confusion everywhere. 


Significant Planetary Cycles 


Our study of astrological cycles has cen- 
tered so far around the Sun and the Moon, 
for the obvious reason that in a type of 
astrology which is considered primarily a 
symbolical interpretation of facts of experi- 
ence, the most important cycles are those 
which are immediately related to periodical 


changes easily noticed and frequent enough 
to be remembered. Thus the day-cycle, the 
lunation-cycle, and the year-cycle are the 
most fundamental of all astrological periods, 
They refer to the basic facts of life, to the 
rhythm of the most primordial instincts, 

When we come to the cycles made by the 
planets—and especially to those made by the 
larger and invisible planets beyond Saturn— 
we are dealing with factors which are not 
so obvious; which refer, in the case of larger 
planets, to either broadly social, political and 
religious forces at work, or with the depths 
of man’s Unconscious. Cycles of quite no- 
ticeable planets, such as Venus, Mars and 
Jupiter, are however of the greatest value 
to the astrologer, who uses them to bring a 
semblance of order in the apparent chaos of 
human nature. 

There are two basic ways of calculating 
planetary cycles taken in preference to a 
fixed point—the other type of cycles being, 
as we saw previously, those formed by the 
relative movements of two celestial objects 
(cycles of conjunctions between two plan- 
ets). That is to say, the periodical motions 
of planets can be calculated by taking as a 
starting point either the entrance of the plan- 
ets in the zodiacal sign Aries (or, in some 
systems, in one of the constellations), or the 
time when they cross the Earth’s equator 
in their movement from South declination to 
North declination. 

The first procedure is only rarely used, if 
at all, because the determination of the first 
degree of Aries is actually produced by the 
change in declination of the Sun; and there- 
fore timing the planets’ cycles with such a 
change as a starting point would mix up two 
different types of calculations: one based on 
a change of declination and the other on 
the factor of longitude (i.e., distance from 
Aries 0°). The logical procedure is to con- 
sider planetary cycles in the same manner 
in which one studies the Sun’s yearly cycle, 
that is by taking as point of departure the 
moment when the planet crosses the equator 
from South to North (what the Sun does at 
the Spring equinox). 

Thus moments are determined in the plan- 
et’s cycle of declination which can be inter- 
preted very much as the important phases 
of the Sun’s cycle throughout the year. We 
need hardly remind the reader of the facts 
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that the Sun crosses the equator at the 
Spring equinox, reaches its maximum North 
declination at the Summer solstice, crosses 
the equator again (from North to South) at 
the Autumn equinox, and reaches its farthest 
Southern declination at the Winter solstice. 
It is this cycle of declination which is the 
evident and experienced foundation of what 
we call the Zodiac—after all mythological 
and pseudo-occult considerations are brushed 
aside. 

Once this is understood, it becomes clear 
that one might work out secondary “zodiacs” 
for each planet; for each planet has its “equi- 
noxes” and its “solstices’—and the zodiac is 
merely a product of the regular alternation 
of solar equinoxes and solar solstices. One 
could thus determine, theoretically and ana- 
logically, zodiacs for every planet. 

But—a very capital point forbids us to use 
practically such a procedure. The declina- 
tion cycle of the Sun is (for practical pur- 
poses) regular and unvarying. If we forget 
such relatively small variations as the ones 
produced by the “precession of the equi- 
noxes” and the like, the solar cycle follows 
constantly the same pattern. It encompasses 
the same number of days (earth-rotations) 
cycle after cycle—year in and year out. And 
this very regularity is the fundamental sig- 
nificance of the zodiac. The Sun is our life- 
giver; the Sun moves regularly and always 
in the same direction. Thus its cyclic move- 
ments CAN become the paragon or standard 
of order in a world of apparent chaos. Be- 
cause the Moon’s motions are also regular 
and one-directional, many races built a lunar 
zodiac as the foundation of their astrology; 
for the ONE purpose of higher astrology is 
to embody a principle of order based on facts 
of experience, and so to interpret the manifes- 
lations of this principle of order through ce- 
lestial cycles that the apparent chaos of 
everyday life—man’s inner as well as outer 
life—is made significant, 

The planets’ cycles of declination are 
neither regular nor one-directional. That is 
to say, the planets do not return to their suc- 
cessive equinoctial places after the same pe- 
tiods, and they retrograde (move backward) 
Part of the time; this being due, of course, 
fo the fact that the Earth is not at the cen- 
ter of the solar system, but sees everything 


in it moving at a slant—except the Sun and 
the Moon. 

If we take for instance the cycle of Jupi- 
ter (cf. The Doctrine of Mundane Astrology 
by Elbert Benjamine, p. 143) we find that 
this planet crossed the equator in its North- 
ward motion on the following dates: 


March 27—1809 

April 8—1815 

March 11—1821 

February 22—1833 

June 28—1844 

February 3—1845 

May 22—1856 

January 10—1857, etc. 

February 23—1916 

July 7—1927 

February 5—1928 

(May 26—1939). 

From these dates it is evident that these 
crossings of the equator occur at quite irreg- 
ular intervals, even if the average cycle 
comes probably close to the sidereal period 


’ of Jupiter of 11% years; also that the dis- 


tance between the maximum of declination 
North or South of the equator, or the time 
spent in Southern and Northern declinations, 
varies in each cycle. 

If we consider Saturn’s cycles we find a 
similar situation. Their “Spring equinoxes” 
began in April 4—1820, May 19—1849, Febru- 
ary 12—1850, March 20—1879, April 29—1908, 
January 23—1909, March 2—1922, March 5— 
1938. A close study of the motion reveals 
even more striking irregularity. 


“Cycles of Declination” 


Thus there is no possibility of establish- 
ing anything like a “zodiac” for each planet. 
All that can be taken into consideration is 
the idea—or the fact perhaps—that as a 
planet moves from South to North declina- 
tion, or vice versa—that is, crosses the equa- 
tor—it changes its polarity. Thus it should 
have a different meaning in charts according 
as it has a Southern or a Northern declina- 
tion—just as the Sun, during Spring and 
Summer, influences life on Earth in a way 
that is different from its action during Fall 
and Winter. It is this difference of solar in- 
fluence which constitutes the basic reality of 
the zodiac. 

As far as I know, very little study of these 
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variations of planetary polarity or influence 
according to declination, has been made. It 
is, however, a most interesting field for re- 
search, and the results might throw much 
light on anomalies found in individual or 
mundane charts. Traditional astrology de- 
veloped a complex system of measuring the 
relative strength and weakness of planets 
in terms of their zodiacal position (longi- 
tude) and their House position; a system 
which found its ultimate expression in the 
calculation of the Almuten—or most favored 
planet—in the chart, the supposed key to the 
most reliable source of a person’s strength. 
The question is: whether or not the position 
of each planet in its own pseudo-zodiac might 
not be considered important in terms of the 
matters which is signifies. 

I do not consider the point at all irrelevant, 
for if one admits the validity of the “cycle 
charts” procedure, which Mr. Benjamine has 
developed probably farther than anyone, and 
with the greatest success, there is no reason 
for rejecting a much simpler and more fun- 
damental method. Such a method would of 
course be of little use in determining future 
events, but it might reveal matters of real 
moment in isolating for analysis each planet 
within its own cycle—at least in a very gen- 
eral way. 

The reader well knows how significant 
“parallels of declination” between planets 
may be. Yet such parallels do not take into 
consideration the polarity of the planets— 
whether they are located North or South of 
the ‘celestial equator. Marc Jones has shown 
how a planet acquires a special significance 
and outstanding importance when it is a 
“singleton in declination”; that is, when it 
stands out among all planets, for alone having 
a very high, or a very low declination figure 
—or for standing alone in the Southern or 
Northern celestial hemisphere. He claims that 
indications of unusual character or genius 
in a person can be discovered in such a way. 


At any rate the field of enquiry in “cycles 
of declination” is wide open, and I would 
suggest that any data found be considered, 
particularly with reference to the process of 
personality development in the individual; 
because such declination values are deter- 
mined with reference to the equator, which 
is originally an Earth-measure (the celestial 


ce 


being merely an extension of the terrestris] 
equator) — and Earth-measures refer sym. 
bolically to the “personality’—not in the 
pejorative theosophical sense of the term, but 
as it is used in modern psychology, ie, as 
the form of integration for all human ener. 
gies, from the most instinctual to the mos 
spiritual . .. as God-in-the-making on Earth 


Examples of Changes in Declination 


Some astrologers take note of, and inter. 
pret the changes in declination of the smaller 
planets while progressing a chart in the usual 
manner of ‘secondary progressions’—when 
such changes occur during the span of a life, 
If I may be permitted to quote my own cas, 
a change of Mercury’s deelination from South- 
ern to Northern declination coincided with 
the most. important transformation of my 
mental outlook, away from its traditional 
racial conditioning and toward an individual 
approach to life and thought. 

In several cases I have found such a change 
in Mercury’s declination to be a sign of great 
validity. A conspicuous instance is produced 
by Mussolini. He was born with Mercury in 
North declination (positive), but his pro- 
gressed Mercury entered the Southern hemi- 
sphere (negative) in 1914, just before he 
‘changed his mind’ and gave up militant so 
cialism for imperialistic nationalism or Fas- 
cism—thus reverting to an old racial type, 
the Caesar-type. In the chart of Count Key- 
serling, the great German philosopher, both 
Mars and Venus changed declination, from 
North to South, around 1932. This was the 
time of Germany’s great “emotional change” 
when Hitler came to power. It influenced 
undoubtedly Keyserling’s feelings and indeed 
caused him a great deal of personal trouble, 
curtailing his activities in numerous ways. 

Another interesting case is furnished by 
H. P. Blavatsky, whose Mars passed from 
Northern to Southern declination close t 
the time when she launched the Theosophical 
Society (Fall 1875). This may refer to the 
fact that then her own personal life became 
completely overshadowed by a super-personal 
purpose; her own power of initiative (Mars) 
became ‘negative-—or conditioned by great 
archaic Images. 

A remarkable example of change of Jupi- 
ter’s declination occurred in the life of Abdul- 
Baha, the Persian prophet who promulgated 
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the ideals of the Bahai Movement initiated 
by his father Baha’u’llah—the most striking 
figure of modern times in the realm of reli- 
gion, The Bahai Movement itself received 
its first impetus in May 1844, just after 
Uranus crossed the equator Northward. This 
coincided with Abdul-Baha’s birth (May 23— 
1844 after midnight). Abdul Baha’s Jupiter 
moved from South to North declination (by 
progression) in 1881, when he was 37. Then 
Jupiter retrograded and crossed back from 
North of the equator to South, in 1922-1923. 
He died November 28, 1921. As Jupiter “rules” 
religion, the correlation is particularly -signifi- 
cant. It was presumably around his thirty- 
eighth year that Abdul Baha became more 
personally conscious of his great spiritual 
role—even though he assumed the leadership 
of the Bahai Movement only after his father’s 
death in 1892—in his -forty-ninth year. In 
other words, Abdul Baha’s religious destiny 
and leadership were fulfilled while Jupiter 
was progressing through North declination. 
They ended just before Jupiter moved into 
the Southern hemisphere. In 1892, Uranus by 
progression in Abdul Baha’s chart reached 
its maximum declination North before retro- 
grading; Mercury did likewise about the 
same time. Moreover Jupiter and Uranus 
were parallel at the time of Abdul Baha’s 
birth, 

These few examples are sufficient to indi- 
cate briefly the manner in which such indica- 
tions may work. They occur only in relatively 
few instances in the lives of individuals, as 
planets do not change their declination very 
often, especially the greater planets. In the 
case of the latter, the change of direction 
of the declination motion may be considered 
also an important factor; that is, when the 
Planet changes from direct to retrograde 
motion—always in terms of declination. 


“Cycle Charts” of Planets 


I referred a moment ago to the “cycle 
charts” of the planets, used especially by 
Elbert Benjamine in mundane astrology for 
the determination of the future world-events 
and world-trends in various fields. This arti- 
cle would not be complete ‘without mention- 
ing them, and the procedure followed is of 
So general a character that it can be applied 
to a variety of cycles. 

The method consists in erecting a chart 


for the exact moment a planetary ‘cycle be- 
gins and in forecasting the course of future 
events from a study: 

1) of the chart itself, 

2) of transiting’ planets as they strike the 
radical elements of this chart. 

The procedure is used in mundane as- 
trology in relation to the Sun-cycle, the 
Moon-cycle and the cycles of the planets. 
The chart for the Sun-cycle is cast for the 
exact moment of the vernal equinox, when 
the Sun crosses the equator in its North- 
ward motion, and it applies to a whole year 
thereafter. The chart for the Moon-cycle is 
cast for the exact moment of the New Moon, 
and it applies for a complete lunation, i.e. 
until the next New Moon. The charts for 
the cycles of the planets.are cast for the 
exact moment the planets cross the equator 
in their Northward motion. 

Writes Mr. Benjamine (AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
February 1938): 

“Unlike the Cycle Charts of the sun and 
moon, the Cycle Chart of one of these other 
planets does not indicate the influence of a 
wide variety of things on the affairs of the 
locality for which erected. Its influence is 
narrowly confined to that which it is there 
possible for the things ruled by the planet 
for which the chart is erected to exert. 

“A Mars Cycle—of which a new one com- 
mences January .31, 1938, 1:55 P.M., L.M.T. 
Washington—reveals the influence exerted by 
mechanics, by manufacturing and the military 
profession, and by aggressive action; but it 
does not reveal the influence of orthodoxy, 
of land and basic utilities, of conservatism, 
or of the farmer and miner. Such a Cycle 
Chart is the birth-chart of the type of influ- 
ence indicated by the planet for which it is 
erected. This birth-chart continues effective 
until the commencement of the next Cycle 
of the same planet. 

“The commencement of a Cycle also tends 
at that time to stimulate the influence of the 
things ruled by the planet, for which the 
chart is erected, upon the affairs of the world. 
Thus the last of January and the first of 
February, as the new Mars Cycle comes into 
influence, strife and warlike matters will 
come into prominence. And as Mars is in 
the house of the Administration and business, 
it indicates an increased and aggressive influ- 
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ence of industrial workers upon the affairs 
of our land. 

“This, or any other Cycle Chart affecting 
groups of people, is like a birth-chart of a 
definite influence over a stated period, re- 
vealing the events that will transpire due 
to that particular influence, but not due to 
those of other types. And, as in the birth- 
chart of an individual, the time when the 
indicated events will happen is revealed by 
progressed aspects, But, unlike the progres- 
sions in a birth-chart, only the planet is pro- 
gressed for which the chart is erected, and 
it only as it moves forward by transit to 
make aspects to the positions the planets 
occupy in the Cycle Chart. 

“For instance, in the new Mars Cycle of 
January 31, Uranus is 9 Taurus 48 in the 
house of Congress (eleventh), and co-ruler 
of the house of the navy (ninth). On March 
25, 1938, Mars reaches 9 Taurus 48, and 
therefore comes to the conjunction of Uranus, 
bringing sudden events of an explosive char- 
acter, disturbing some members of Congress 
profoundly, bringing death to the fore, arous- 
ing labor difficulties in industry, causing 
anxiety over violence in foreign lands, and 
arousing concern over the strength of our 
navy and the welfare of our shipping. 

“A Mars Cycle, however, does not indicate 
the events which relate to safety, economy 
and poverty, or to the influence of ultra- 
conservative thought, strictly orthodox reli- 
gion, or to the power in politics of the 
farmer and miner. For these, and measures 
relating to security, we must look in par- 
ticular to the Cycle of Saturn.” 

This method of erecting charts for the 
beginning of such cycles could be used as 
well in relation to individual lives, in a few 
clearly limited cases. One of those would be 
the erection of a chart for the time a pro- 
gressed planet crosses the equator North- 
ward—if one l&mppens to do so during the 
life-span of the native. Such a chart would 
reveal theoretically the detailed significance 


of the “change of mind” (if Mercury is g 
stake), the “change of heart” (Venus), the 
“change in religious attitude” (Jupiter) ox. 
perienced by the native. This could also lp 
applied to the Northward change of declina. 
tion of the Sun and more generally still, of 
the Moon. Or a chart could be erected for 
the exact time of a conjunction of the pro. 
gressed Moon and the progressed Sun (a 
progressed lunation)—an important cyclic he. 
ginning, in the life of any person. 

Provided one is careful in limiting strictly 
the field of significance of such charts to what 
the planet studied represents in a human 
life, the procedure is sound and reveals very 
interesting sidelights on the development of 
the personality—in fact, at times it strikes 
very important points which the usual radi- 
cal or progressed charts would at best only 
dimly suggest. But once one begins to erect 
such charts, so many indications begin ‘to 
accumulate that, unless one is very skilled 
astrologically and a keen understander of 
psychological processes, one usually becomes 
lost in a mass of data, many of which are 
conflicting. Such charts at any rate are as 
valid as the so-called “equilibrium charts’ 
erected for each planet of the chart. 

All such procedures are attempts at push- 
ing a step or several steps further the normal 
kind of astrological analysis based on radical 
and progressed charts. The Arabian astrolo- 
gers followed a different method through the 
calculation of their “Parts”—the only one 
widely used today being the Part of Fortune. 
There will always be the possibility of any 
number of methods for subtler astrological 
analysis. And this fact proves absolutely the 
symbolical nature of astrology. Astrology, as 
an algebra of life, is susceptible of an almost 
infinite number of varieties of subtle analysis 
—just as algebra is susceptible of endless 
developments, a fact shown by the amazing 
growth of higher mathematics, from calculus 
to ‘group algebra’ and the like.

CANCER 


To the Editor: 

; In your March, 1939, issue I was greatly 
interested in “The Heritage of Saturn” by 
Maria Major. If you are interested in read- 
ing the following, you will realize why: 


Mother’s Generation (herself and two only 
sisters). 

ONE SISTER—died of cancer in her early 
forties; and I happen to know that she was 
terribly grief-stricken and worried the last 
two years or so of her life concerning troubles 
of her husband. I do not know her dates 
at all. 

OTHER SISTER—died of cancer of breast 
in late forties. No grief or particular worries 
that I know of; probably purely heriditary 
in her case. 

MY MOTHER—died of cancer of liver and 
spleen at age of 75. All her adult life almost 
continually beset with great worries and 
griefs; though doubt if they influenced her 
case, because she was known as a most un- 
usually strong character, and tried to be 
cheerful through everything. She was born 
Oct. 7, 1859 and died Sept. 29, 1934. Mother 
of the following: 

My generation (six males—three females). 

OLDEST SON—Born Oct. 18, 1878; died of 
cancer July 20, 1929. Took life unusually se- 
riously and had been troubled over the mar- 
riage of his older son. A very good Christian. 

SECOND SON—Born Feb. 18, 1881. Ner- 
vous exhaustion following strenuous ordeal of 
bringing his business through depression; fol- 
lowed by cancer of vocal organ and removal 
of same February, 1938; removal of section of 
jugular vein July, 1938; now practically hope- 
lessly attacked for third time. Had worried 
about his sister (following): 

OLDEST DAUGHTER—Born Feb. 9, 1883; 
died of cancer May 27, 1938. All her adult 
life she feared cancer. Her first attack was in 
Sept. 1936. Between that and her second at- 
tack in April 1938 she was frantic over nearly 
losing her husband from a heart attack, and 
over the brother just before attacked in Feb- 
ruary 1938. 

THIRD SON—Born Dec. 16, 1884—appar- 
ently unafflicted. 

SECOND DAUGHTER—Born Jan. 6, 1888 
—died of cancer Sept. 1916. Terrible grief 
and worry last few years of her life due to 
desertion of her husband, leaving her two 
small daughters and no money. 
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THIRD DAUGHTER (Myself)—Born Sept. 
23, 1889—had radical amputation of left breast 
April 21, 1939. Had grief of all of above; and 
addition of entire financial responsibility of 
myself and two adult relatives (hating ne- 
cessity of consequent debts); terribly grief- 
stricken in November-December 1938 over a 
personal matter; discovered lump (later diag- 
nosed as cancer) about January 1, 1939. 

FOURTH SON—Born June 14, 1891—at 
present apparently unafflicted, though greatly 
worried in his position as vice-consul in Paris; 
besides can’t live down grief of loss of son 
in 1934. 

FIFTH SON—Born May 28, 1896—also ap- 
parently unaffticted. 

SIXTH SON—Born Sept. 29, 1903—appar- 
ently unafflicted, though past few years had 
had more trouble and grief than seemed his 
share, being particularly devoted to trying to 
do right. 

There seems to be no doubt this disease is 
hereditary in my family; but after reading 
“The Heritage of Saturn” and the coincidence 
(?) of some of the cases in the family com- 
pared to cases in general as suggested in the 
above-mentioned article, I am at least curi- 
ous and must admit rather concerned over 
my own Saturn influences past and hereafter, 
and the way they may affect me, to say noth- 
ing of such influences that may eventually 
determine this disease history in relation to 
so-far unafflicted members of the family, all 
of whom practically feel doomed to this 
disease and fear it greatly.

ANSWER: Charles E. O. Carter in his 
“Encyclopedia of Psychological Astrology” lists 
the following as the indications of cancer: 

1—“The Sun is nearly always related both to 
Jupiter and to Saturn, either by aspect or by 
sign. Thus it may be in aspect to both or in 
aspect to one either in or from a sign ruled by 
the other. For example, the Sun may be in 
Sagittarius in aspect to Saturn, or Saturn may 
aspect the Sun from the sign of Jupiter.” He 
further states: 

“The aspect need not be evil, but if it is not, 
then the Sun is usually in bad aspect to Mars, 
Uranus or Neptune as well.” 

2—“Neptune seems sometimes to take the 
place of Jupiter and is frequently in aspect 
(not always evil) to Mars or Saturn or both.” 

3—“About 25° Virgo—Pisces is a common 
area of affliction. It seems to be connected 
with swollen conditions generally, tumors and 
growths.” 

It is further interesting to note that Mr. Car- 
ter specifically states that cancer is mot, as is 


often assumed, a disease especially connected 
with the Moon or with the sign of the same 
name—Cancer. We have had occasion to dis. 
cuss this subject with astrologers who have 
done some research into astrological correlg. 
tions of this disease and their findings would 
seem to contradict those of Carter in respect 
to the Moon. Some there were who expressed 
the opinion that cancer was invariably associ. 
ated with heavy afflictions to the zodiacal sign 
Cancer or the Moon. 

For the convenience of our readers we are 
publishing herewith the charts of the individuals 
involved in the extraordinary series of cancer 
afflictions listed in the above letter. Certainly 
the fact that such a large percentage of the 
children of this mother succumbed to this dis. 
ease—as did she and her two sisters—points 
very strongly to an hereditary link. 

While it will be noted that the indications of 
cancer set forth by Mr. Carter are quite promi- 
nent in these charts, it is most interesting to 
note that in every one of the charts, including 
that of the mother, the Moon is afflicted. A 
tabulation of the planetary positions will also 
reveal the fact that the sign Libra, which hap. 
pens to be quite prominent in the mother's 
chart and involved in an affliction with Jupiter, 
is also prominent in the chart of her children, 
particularly those who have already succumbed 
to the disease. We particularly call attention 
to charts number 1 and number 5. 

The writer of the above letter has not in 
every case stated the part of the body that was 
afflicted, but it will be noted that in the case 
of the mother it was the liver and the spleen— 
that part of the body ruled by Libra. Number 
2 has the Moon afflicting Jupiter and Venus in 
Aries—in this case it was cancer of the vocal 
organs. Number 6, the affliction is to Neptune 
in Gemini—the breast was the part of the body 
afflicted. 

One other factor that seems to be worthy of 
investigation in connection with this disease 
appears to be Venus. A study of the positions 
of Venus in these charts suggests some interest 
ing correlations. Carter states that Venus afflic- 
tions may be associated with cancer of the 
breast—we wonder if the influence of Venus 18 
limited to this extent. It would seem to be 
logical that the cohesive power of Venus may 
be conducive to abnormal growth and the 
progress of a cancer affliction in that part of 
the body ruled by the sign wherein Venus may 
be placed; but whether or not this might be 
sufficient reason for listing it as a cause is still 
an open question. 

As a further study of this disease and in com 
nection with the above, the following letter 
provides additional data of interest: 
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To the Editor: 

1 was interested in the article “The Herit- 
age of Saturn” by Maria Major in the March 
1939 AMERICAN ASTROLOGY MaGAZINE. In this 
article the following statement was made: 
“Brotherhood of Light research work has de- 
termined that only people who have a promi- 
nent and afflicting Saturn ever develop 
cancer.” 

Will you please comment in “Many Things’ 
on the chart of a friend of mine who died of 
cancer recently at the age of 37 with a can- 
cerous tumor on the spine? I asked her 
mother for her birth hour and she also stated 
that it was a natural birth. The information 
is as follows: 

Born: October 6, 1901 between 12:30 and 
one o’clock P.M. at York, Pa. 

Died: January 4, 1939 at 11:50 A.M. at 
York, Pa. 

I have read somewhere that people who 
have several planets in Scorpio are liable to 
develop Cancer. Is this correct? What is the 
significance of the Saturn-Jupiter conjunction 
in Capricorn of persons born in 1901? Have 
never seen any comments on this conjunction 
with reference to individuals.

ANSWER: In your daughter’s nativity there 
was a complete planetary cross, which involved 
her rising Uranus in Capricorn, which opposed 
her Moon conjunction Neptune in Cancer in 
her seventh house. These planets were in 
square to Saturn, her personal ruler, in Aries 
in her third house, which latter planet opposed 
her Jupiter in Libra in her ninth. At the time 
of her passing her progressed Moon was in Can- 
cer, approaching her Neptune and natal Moon, 
in opposition to her Uranus, in square to her 
Saturn, and separating from a square to her 
life ruler, Jupiter. Her progressed Mars had 
come to a conjunction with her Saturn. These 
were very unfavorable, testing influences. On 
the day of her demise—October 20, 1936—the 
transiting Saturn was in Pisces in square to the 
transiting Jupiter in Sagittarius, both inhar- 
moniously aspected by the transiting Mars in 
Virgo in her eighth house—the department of 
death. The Moon was conjunct Jupiter, your 
daughter’s life ruler, on this day. This was a 
very critical period of her life, and, although 
Astrology does not teach irrevocable destiny, 
this was shown to be one of the most difficult 
and dangerous periods of her life. 


LUNATIONS 


To the Editor: 

I have a problem that I know you can help 
me with, and I would appreciate your help 
very much, 
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The problem is on drawing Lunation 

charts. I understand that each house con- 
tains 30 degrees, and that each sign of the 
ndiac contains 30 degrees. Now the other 
day I drew up the Lunar Chart for May 18, 
1939 (using the Ephemeris that appears 
monthly in your Magazine). I also drew it 
for Washington, D. C., and. here are the re- 
sults I got. Lunation occurring in 27:19 
Taurus (4th house), Uranus 18:24 Taurus 
(4th house), Pluto 28:29 Cancer (6th house), 
Neptune 20:36 Virgo (7th house), Mars 28 
Capricorn (11th house), Jupiter 1:21 Aries 
(2nd house), Saturn 25:30 Aries (2nd house), 
Mercury 7:21 Taurus (3rd house), and Venus 
%:19 Aries (2nd house). 

After I got it erected I referred to Mr. Will 
P. Benjamine’s lunar chart for the same date 
—May 18, 1939—and it was altogether differ- 
ent, that is, the planets are located in differ- 
ent houses, and he shows the ascendant 25:03 
Capricorn and the M.C. 17:40 Scorpio. 

Now, Mr. Clancy, I think I know where 
the trouble is. I think it is that when the 
days increase in length it would make the 
ascendant travel slower, and when the days 
being to decrease in length the ascendant is 
faster. Is this correct? 

Now I have read and reread in your June, 
1938 issue, on ascendants (Many Things), but 
itis as clear as mud to me. If I am not mis- 
taken, that article deals with the same thing 
that is giving me trouble. 

Now here is the way I erect my charts, 
I get the sign positions, after I find the degree 
in which the Lunation occurs; then I figure 
30 degrees for each sign thereafter on around 
the zodiac. But this does not correspond to 
Mr. Benjamine’s chart, so that is why I think 
it is the length of day and the latitude. I 
notice in some charts the house would con- 
tain approximately 35 degrees or more and in 
the same chart other houses would contain 
only 25 degrees or less. 

Now, Mr. Clancy, how is this variation de- 
termined and how does a person know which 
sgn is increasing and which one is de- 
creasing?

ANSWER: A statement you made in the 
second paragraph of your letter indicates a mis- 
conception of the principles involved in the 
problem, It is incorrect to say that each house 
contains 30 degrees. It is true that each sign 
of the zodiac contains 30 degrees, but as the 
Signs of the zodiac are measured along the 
ecliptic (Sun’s path), and since this ecliptic is 
inclined to the Equator at an angle of approxi- 


mately 23 degrees and the plane of the Earth’s 
rotation is equatorial, it is quite possible that 
there may be more or less than 30 degrees in 
each house. This, in fact, depends upon the 
geographical latitude of the place for which the 
chart is erected. The only latitude north of the 
equator at which each house could contain 
exactly 30 degrees, would be approximately 23 
degrees north, since at that point the prime 
vertical and the ecliptic would parallel. 

It is not necessary for you to attempt to cal- 
culate the number of degrees in each house. 
This information is all given in the standard 
Tables of Houses for each latitude. All you 
need to know is the Sidereal Time of the luna- 
tion. No doubt you know how to arrive at this 
Sidereal Time. In case you do f>t, the method 
is briefly this:—American Astrology Ephemeris 
gives you the Sidereal Time for midnight 
(A.M.) of each day. All you have to do is to 
find the time that has elapsed from that time 
to the time of the lunation, add this to Sidereal 
Time as given in the Ephemeris, and the result 
will be the Sidereal Time of the lunation. 


POPE PIUS XII 


Translation from Le Monde de Demain 

Bishop Malachy lived in Ireland in the 
13th century. He was the author of an un- 
usual prophecy, known as the “Irish Proph- 
ecy.” Malachy, who was later beatified, at- 
tributed a motto to each Pope in this 
prophecy. In the 18th century an Italian 
monk, who has remained unknown, wrote 
a commentary on the prophecy which indi- 
cated even the names of the Popes. The 
fact that these names do not always agree 
with the real names borne by the Popes in 
question merely proves that these Popes, 
fearing the ‘realization of the prophecies of 
Malachy, with whose exactitude they were 
well acquainted, chose other names than 
those attributed to them in the prophecy. 
But that has not hindered the destiny of the 
life of each Pope being fulfilled in the man- 
ner predicted by Malachy. 

Evidently one must have—in a figurative 
sense—a fine ear and a keen mind to under- 
stand and comprehend what Malachy and 
his commentator wished to say. 

Let us begin with Leo XIII, who was Pope 
from 1878 to 1903. The motto by which 
Saint Malachy designated this Pope is 
“Lumen in Coelo,” the light in the sky. The 
commentator added, “The dawn will return, 
thanks to the light in the sky. Long Live 
Pope Leo XIII.” And in truth, this Pope 
chose the name of Leo XIII, and it was 
with him that the “dawn” returned; for 
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during the pontificat of his predecessor, the 
temporal power of the Roman Catholic 
Church had been destroyed and the Italian 
government had seized Rome. The Church 
was forced to find a spiritual compensation 
for this temporal loss, and that is why the 
dogma of the infallibility of the Pope was 
announced at about this time. But with 
what consequences! In Germany the Jesuit 
order was expelled, Prussia adopted the law 
of surveillance of the schools, a great many 
bishops who were faithful to Rome were 
dismissed, and in central Europe numerous 
fervent Catholics, not recognizing the infal- 
libility of the Pope, left the Roman Church 
and founded “Communities of the Primitive 
Catholic Church.” The Church appeared to 
be conquered by worldly power. But as soon 
as Leo XIII became head of the Church, 
the “Dawn” came in truth. He made con- 
cessions and showed himself willing to be 
conciliatory to Bismarck, the German Chan- 
cellor of this period. Bismarck in his turn 
was accommodating to the Roman Church. 

Then Pius X became Pope. Malachy at- 
tributed this motto to him: “Ignis Ardens,” 
the ardent fire; and the commentator added, 
“He reigns, a glowing flame, the father of 
the people of Rome. The name of our Pope, 
Pius X will be glorified forever.” The new 
Pope chose the name of Pius X, as had been 
predicted, and he was truly an “ardent fire,” 
a chief. His battles against the reformists 
and modernists in the Catholic Church are 
well-known. Then once again the prophetic 
gifts of Malachy were confirmed; this time 
whén Benedict XV succeeded Pius X at the 
beginning of the World War. “Religio De- 
populata” was the motto Saint Malachy gave 
to him, and never since the Church began 
was there a like depopulation of the religion, 
never had as many individuals disappeared 
as during the reign of Benedict XV. For 
the first time in world history, a war was 
recorded in which the entire world was in- 
volved. And as Saint Malachy had predicted, 
the Church, the religion, was depopulated. 
For at this time atheism, bolshevism, etc., ap- 
peared, anti-religious movements which be- 
gan to turn many of the faithful away from 
the Church. And with what clairvoyance 
the commentator had announced, “Christian- 
ity is depeopled and the cruel race of Satan 
triumphs. Holy Father Paul VI, be cou- 
rageous.” In order not to comply with this 
prediction of the world war and bolshevism, 
Pope Benedict XV took that name instead 
of Paul VI. 

Pius XI, who died at the beginning of 
1939,-succeeded him. His motto is: “Fides 


Intrepida,” unquenchable fidelity, or, better 
still, faith without fear. And truly he dem. 
onstrated a great moral strength and an y. 
dying faith in not compromising in face of 
the anti-ecclesiastic attacks, yes, even anti- 
religious attacks of certain states. But note 
the difference between the prophecy con. 
cerning Benedict XV and that relating tp 
Pius XI: During the pontificat of Benedict 
XV, man was turned away from the Church 
spiritually or he perished on the field ¢ 
battle, while under Pius XI, the Church it. 
self was attacked as an entity. Let us read 
the words of the 18th century commentator: 
“See the intrepid faith and the burning se. 
rifice. A holy victory is assured. Our Holy 
Father Pius XI, King in Italy. Faith is abl 
to accomplish part of the merits of the holy 
city.” It is impossible for a prophecy tok 
clearer, for the monk did not speak of th 
King of Italy, but a King in Italy. By the 
Lateran Treaty, the Pope did obtain a king- 
dom in Italy, a small kingdom, it is true, 
but a kingdom, nevertheless. 

At present, Cardinal Pacelli has just been 
crowned with the Tiara. This is the motto 
attributed to him by Saint Malachy: “Pastor 
Angelicus.” No more. A simple word o 
politeness? No, for the word has a hidden 
sense. Angelicus comes from Angelus, and 
Angelus is the Latinized form of the Grek 
Angelos—messenger or nuncio. Malachy 
meant, by this motto, that a Nuncio would 
become Pope. And for the first time, this 
happened. ‘Cardinal Pacelli was Nuncio t 
Berlin and Munich for many years. Why 
did Saint Malachy underline this former mis- | 
sion of the Pope as Nuncio to Berlin? Be 
cause it orientates the politics of the Pop, 
and because, for that reason, a diplomat, 
knowing Germany well, was chosen for Pope. 
For Pacelli, the actual chief of Christianity, 
who was, and is, a great friend of the Ger 
man people, by the experiences that he has 
had with the leaders of the Third Reich, has 
become an adversary of the anti-religious 
policies of Berlin and Rome. And this can- 
not fail to orientate his political future. and 
the commentator monk said of his subject: 
“You are the Pope-Messenger, a kind doctor, 
a very clement father. Long live Pope 
Gregory XVII (Pius XII intentionally eva 
the choice of this name), Very Holy Father, 
necessary pastor of the Church.” 

Yes, this pastor is necessary to defend the 
Church against all attacks. And it is ce 
tain that a great combat, in which the Church 
will be involved, will take place during his 
reign. It was only of his predecessor that 
the commentator said, “Now has ™ 
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peace returned.” From which we may de- 
duce that absolute peace unfortunately will 
not reign under the pontificat of Pius XIL

UNCONVENTIONALITY 


To the Editor: 

In the January, 1935 issue of your maga- 
zine you answer correspondent’s query as to 
the significance of Sun square Uranus in a 
woman’s chart by stating that you are ac- 
customed to accepting this as a reliable indi- 
cation of unconventionality in the sexual re- 
lationship; in the current issue (May, 1939) 
however, you state that it is Moon square 
Uranus in a woman's chart that signifies the 
foregoing, because—and this is the whole 
point of my letter—the Moon is more sig- 
nificant of the character of a woman than the 
Sun. 

Personally, I believe that the Moon sign 
does (for the great majority of women) 
give a far more accurate description, of their 
basic character traits than does the Sun sign 
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and I would like to see you elaborate on 
this point in a future issue. 

No doubt there are other students besides 
myself who have noticed the conflicting 
statements previously referred to, and I think 
if you dealt with this in an early issue it may 
tend to clear up some of the confusion that 
exists anent this matter. In other words, 
does the solar influence give a rough ap- 
proximation of the character in both sexes 
or should sex be considered as a great modi- 
fier from the psychological viewpoint—does 
the “weaker sex” respond more readily to the 
lunar influence? 

You will of course realize, Mr. Clancy, that 
the foregoing is not intended as criticism 
of the good work your magazine has been 
doing for astrology, but it seemed an ex- 
cellent chance to get your viewpoint on a 
technicality over which there is considerable 
controversy. 

I might add that an argument that is used 
against the Moon sign theory, is that if the 
Sun did not exist then nothing else could, 
hence it must be the most important factor 
in character analysis, regardless of sex. My 
own answer to this is that, though the Moon 
—as also the planets—merely reflects the 
solar ray, yet it is, in its way, just as in- 
dispensable as the Sun; it is in fact the 
negative (feminine) counterpart of the Sun, 
and—as is well known—is the major celestial 
motivator of all the female biological func- 
tions. It gets its initial motivating force from 
the Sun, it is true, but the ray it reflects to 
our earth is typically characteristic, never- 
theless—as is the ray reflected by each of 
the planets—hence it .is quite possible, in- 
deed probable (and very logical) that women 
should respond positively to the Moon while 
only reacting negatively to the Sun. In 
other words, the celestial forces (as does 
everything else in nature) follow the line of 
least resistance; and the feminine glandular 
set-up offers less resistance to the complete 
expression of the lunar influence, while the 
solar effect would be more dormant or latent 
in her character. 

The acceptance of the Moon sign theory 
does not necessarily mean that we have to 
endorse the theory of actual physical influ- 
ences emanating from the heavens, for it can 
be as easily explained in terms of correspon- 
dences, and to many the latter is the only 
tenable hypothesis.

Irene Dunne (actress) Sun in Cancer, Moon 
in Leo. 

Alice J. Webster (author “Daddy Long Legs, 
etc.) Sun in Leo, Moon in Virgo. 

Aimee Semple McPherson (dramatic evan- 
gelist) Sun in Libra, Moon in Leo. 

Constance Bennett (actress) Sun in Libr, 
Moon in Leo. 

Dorothy Dix (columnist) Sun in Scorpio, 
Moon in Virgo. 

Hetty Green (richest woman in the world) 
Sun in Scorpio, Moon in Sagittarius. 


ANSWER—You state, that in the May, 1939 
issue I made the statement, that it was the 
Moon square Uranus that gave the tendency 
in question.

To the Editor: 

Your reply to my communication has just 
come to hand and I wish to apologize for 
definitely saying therein that you stated in 
the May issue that it was Moon square 
Uranus indicated the tendency under discus- 
sion. What I should have said was that! 
drew an inference from your answer to Mrs. 
“C” in the Many Things column of that issue. 

That such a conclusion on my part was 
unwarranted is now quite apparent from 
your letter and I hope you will forgive mé 
for my thoughtless misinterpretation of the 
same. 

However, the main purpose of my letter 
was to stimulate further discussion re “The 
Moon is indicative of the woman herself. .+- 
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ANSWER: We believe that it is correct to 
accept the Moon as indicative of the female 
principle in general, and therefore in a woman’s 
chart it should be accepted as symbolizing her 
objective nature—her consciousness. By the 
same token the Sun in a man’s chart is indica- 
tive of his conscious attitude toward life inso- 
far as his nature is masculine, since the Sun is 
accepted as indicative of the male principle. 

However, in considering the fortunes or ex- 
periences of individuals—men or women—in 
the marriage relationship, or, generally speak- 
ing, in the sexual relationship (their relation to 
the opposite sex), one must take into con- 
sideration the type of person (of the opposite 
sex) to whom they would be most readily at- 
tracted. This is revealed by the Sun in a 
woman’s chart and the Moon in a man’s chart. 
By way of further clarifying the situation, we 
take the liberty of quoting, in part, an explana- 
tion of the principles involved here, which was 
fiven in answer to a similar question in our 
September, 1937 issue, page 54: 


In linking the planets for purposes of 
determining the degree of harmony pos- 
sible between two persons of the oppo- 
site sex, merely bear in mind that the 
Sun, Mars and Mercury are positive 
while Saturn, Venus and the Moon are 
negative, and that the positive planet 
should always be found in the chart of 
the woman. It represents the unex- 
pressed male element in her that finds 
expression — hence happiness — through 
the other person. Let us put it this way 
—it represents the kind of man she would 
want to be if she were a man. Has not 
Love been defined as the recognition of 
one’s self in another and. delight in that 
recognition? The positive planets in a 
woman’s chart reveal her subconscious 
yearnings, whereas these subconscious 
urges are revealed by the negative plan- 
ets in a male chart. Thus when we join 
a male negative with a female positive, 
we form a complete social unit.

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Vocational Determination 


THE MOON VOCATIONS 
Maude Houghton Champion 


Part VII 


a. is the seventh of a series of articles 
which when completed will cover the whole 
broad field of vocations together with their 
astrological indications in the individual 
chart. 

In order that the reader who does not 
have the preceding articles immediately at 
hand may not be entirely at sea, it will be 
necessary to repeat at this point certain 
ideas previously presented. 

Any system of vocational analysis which 
does not utilize the tenth house as the key 
or pivot to the situation cannot but run 
aground sooner or later because of faulty 
technique, for the tenth house is the house 
of vocation or profession, the house of 
business standing, and the index to the 
individual’s earning capacity. When this 
is thoroughly understood it will become ob- 
vious to the student that any attempt to 
determine the correct vocation for an in- 
dividual to follow by considering (a) the 
sign placement of the sun and moon, 
(b) the degrees of the planets, (c) the 
planet just oriental to the sun, or any 
of the other various ideas that are from 
time to time advanced, cannot but yield 
erroneous results. It cannot be too strongly 
impressed upon the student at this point 
that the tenth house is the sole key to the 
vocational situation. Parenthetically it 
may be here remarked that the second 
house is the house of avocations or hobbies 
and the sixth house, the remaining house 
of the earth trinity of houses (Capricorn 
as the tenth, Taurus as the second and 
Virgo as the sixth) is the house of menial 
service or drudgery. No matter how 
strongly a hobby may be indicated, unless 
it forms a definite part of the tenth house 
configuration, it cannot be considered as a 
possible vocational activity. 

The group of vocations presented in this 
article come under the jurisdiction of the 
moon. They are primarily aesthetic and 
secondarily aesthetic-intellectual and aes- 
thetic-economic. In the main group of 
aesthetic activities we find the following 
vocational fields: Music (instrumentalists, 
vocalists, conductors and composers), Art 
(artists, etchers, sculptors, et cetera) and 


Religion (lay workers, ministers or priests 
and the church dignitaries). While no dis 
tinctions are made in the table here pre. 
sented between the three groups (th 
aesthetic, the aesthetic-intellectual and the 
aesthetic-economic) for lack of space, the 
student will find the complete organization 
and structure in its entirety in “Analysis 
and Synthesis” by the writer. 

A vocational configuration, by definition, 
is a group of three planets containing the 
lord and exaltation planet of one (and the 
same) of the twelve signs. The accompany- 
ing table gives all of the vocational con 
figurations in which the moon appears, 
either as the lord of the sign, the exalta- 
tion planet, or the third or added planet. 
The root or stem of a configuration is the 
ruler and exaltation planet of the sign 
under consideration, and this remains the 
same for all configurations coming under 
a given sign. The third planet is the vari- 
able factor and becomes in turn each of 
the remaining seven planets. Since the 
signs Gemini, Sagittarius and Virgo (it is 
ridiculous to accept Mercury as exalted in 
Virgo of which it is the ruler, although 
this is done by some authors; in reality it 
is exalted in Aquarius, the reasons therefor 
being given in “The Science of Astrology” 
by the writer.) have no exaltation planets, 
substitutions for this lack must be made 
in order to form the configurations coming 
under these three signs. In the case of 
Gemini, Jupiter substitutes for an exalte 
tion planet in that sign; in Virgo, Saturn; 
and in Sagittarius, Mercury. 

Since each talent pattern or vocational 
configuration comprises three planets, any 
one of the three may be the “key planet’ 
to the vocational situation when it is 
of the midheaven and the tenth holds no 
planets or is in the midheaven (when it 
then supersedes the lord of the midheaven): 
Thus it will be seen that each configuration 
will appear in three different tables of the 
series, as for example the Music Configure 
tion composed of Venus, the moon 
Neptune will be found in the tables entitled 
The Venus Vocations, The Moon Vocations 
and the Neptune Vocations, depending up

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which planet is being considered as the 
“key planet” in a given article. 

The technique or manner of utilizing the 
configurations given in the tables in deter- 
mining the vocational configurations of 
given charts is: first (a) the lord of the 
tenth house is the “key planet” when the 
tenth house holds no planets, but (b) the 
tenth house planet, when there is one, 
supersedes the lord of the tenth house and 
becomes the “key planet.” When the “key 
planet” has been determined, which as a 
matter of fact is almost self-determining 
according to whether the tenth house is 
unoccupied or holds a planet, then reference 
should be made to the table coming under 
its jurisdiction. The group of vocations 
presented in the table of this article, “The 
Moon as the Key Planet,” is to be used only 
(a) when Cancer is on the tenth house cusp 
and no planets are in the tenth, or 
(b) when the moon appears, preferably 
alone, in the tenth house, regardless of the 
sign appearing on the tenth house cusp. 
Needless to say, all charts should be care- 
fully rectified to conform to the events of 
the life before attempting to make a voca- 
tional analysis. Each of the other planets 
will be considered in turn as the “key 
planet” in the same manner, the Mars 
Venus, Mercury, Saturn, Jupiter and Sun 
vocations already having been given in pre- 
ceding articles and the Uranus and Neptune 
vocations will follow. When Aquarius 
appears on the cusp of the tenth house, and 
no planets are in the tenth, both Uranus 
and Saturn should be considered as possible 
“key planets” since they are co-lords of 
that sign. In the same manner when Pisces 
appears on the cusp of the tenth house and 
no planets are in the tenth, both Neptune 
and Jupiter should be considered as possible 
“key planets.” 

The next step after determining the 
“key planet” is not so simple. A general 
understanding of natal astrology is indis- 
pensable here, for the student must be able 
to analyze the chart thoroughly in order to 
determine which two of the remaining 
eight planets are to be chosen to complete 
the triad which will constitute the domi- 
nant configuration of the chart in question. 
Each planet must be carefully studied in 
turn not only in relationship to the “key 
planet,” but in its relationship to all of 
the others in order that the correct two may 
be chosen. The best possible manner of 
gaining an understanding of the principles 
is to study actual cases of individuals who 
have succeeded in the various vocational 
fields. To this end the following examples 


of the moon as the “key planet” are her 
given: 

Richard Wagner, the composer, had the 
moon in Aquarius in the midheaven as his 
“key planet.” It was trine to Neptune jn 
Sagittarius while Venus was in its ow 
sign Taurus, the sign in which the moon 
is exalted. 

Louis Pasteur, the medical research 
scientist, had Cancer on his tenth house 
cusp with no planets in the tenth. The 
moon, as lord of the tenth house is the 
“key planet” and it is situated in Gemini 
disposed of by Mercury, the lord of Ge 
mini. Saturn is in Taurus with a close trine 
to Mercury in Capricorn, Saturn also dis- 
posing of Mercury since it is in Saturn's 
sign. Mercury, the moon and Saturn, the 
three planets considered, form the Thera- 
peutics Configuration. 

Bing Crosby has Cancer on his tenth 
house cusp with no planets in the tenth. 
The moon is lord of the tenth, and there 
fore the “key planet.” It is found in 
Sagittarius with a close trine to Venus in 
Aries, Venus being sextile to Neptune in 
Cancer, while the moon disposes of Nep- 
tune since the latter is in the sign ruled by 
the moon. 

Edith Cavell, the nurse who attained 
fame during the World War, had -Cancer 
on her tenth house cusp with no planets 
in the tenth house. The moon therefore be- 
comes the “key planet” and it is found in 
Gemini in opposition to Jupiter in Capri- 
corn, Jupiter disposing of Mars in Sagit- 
tarius, the sign which Jupiter rules. These 
three planets form the Personal Service 
Configuration under which nursing comes. 

Nelson Eddy has the moon in his tenth 
house as the “key planet” of the Music 
Configuration. Neptune is in Gemini while 
Venus is in Cancer and disposed of by the 
moon, since the moon is lord of that sign.

Kabbalistic Clock Sets 1943 as Critical Year

c. month the statement was made that 
the kind of people produced by a land is 
described by the ascendent of its meridian 
place in the zodiac of the constellations. Ob- 
viously that statement is a generalization 
which must be limited to describing merely 
the general mold of its people. Exceptions to 
the general principle, from the largest to the 
smallest shadings in racial characteristics, 
arise from two sources: The first is the in- 
fluence of the fixed stars embedded in the 
soil of a land according to the doctrine of 
celestial correspondence, and the other the 
swing of the celestial equator over an arc 
of forty-seven degrees in reference to the 
fixed ecliptic of the constellations during the 
course of some thirteen thousand years. Their 
geocentric positions are not changed, but 
their influence waxes and wanes as our solar 
system by precession moves toward and away 
from them, 

Two brief illustrations of these phenomena 
follow: It will be observed that the star Alde- 
baran at 1900 has 16:19 north declination in 
the longitude of the Great Pyramid (see my 
Outline Chart of the World and the Heavens) 
with 5:30 south celestial latitude. But at 
3220 B.C. the ecliptic cut the star which then 
naturally had no latitude and which caused 
the equinox to be in conjunction with it. 
As the result of my chronological calcula- 
tions, I am satisfied that Cheops was built 
at that time as a monument to this conjunc- 
tion and to the conjunction or coincidence 
therewith of the meridian or supreme power 
of Egypt. Since then precession has moved 
the ecliptic westward and caused this star to 
have the south celestial latitude given. At 
the time of this triple conjunction Alcyone 
had some nine degrees of north celestial lati- 
tude, but now has only about four. At ap- 
proximately 6500 A.D., when precession 
brings the summer solstice into conjunction 
with Aleyone, the ecliptic will fall just a

trifle south of it, hence its celestial latitude 
will virtually have disappeared. It seems a 
logical deduction that the enigmas of arche- 
ology and geology are largely to be explained 
by these gigantic long swing changes in the 
earth’s relationship to the stars, And there 
is a bit of material of great encouragement 
to research along that line. 


Taurus Ascendent 


This body of evidence is important in the 
hypothesis of Geographic Astrology that 
Taurus ascends in Region D of the country. 
This region is divided by a great circle line 
produced from longitude 87:22 at parallel 50 
to longitude 79:35 at parallel 26. Since the 
same mathematics produced Cheops and Al- 
debaran in the middle degree of Taurus and 
established that constellation over the merid- 
ians of Egypt, the deduction is logical that 
Region D of the United States must produce 
a people and a sociology strongly marked 
with the characteristics which built up Egypt. 
That is to say, the cultural foundations and 
inclinations of the people of Region D must 
reveal more and more prominently as time 
passes the cultural influence of Egypt as we 
are able to understand it from her ruins. 

A few facts may be mentioned briefly as 
holding evidential possibilities justifying 
serious study of this question of whether or 
not Egyptian influence is active in the mold- 
ing of a people in this region. 

The first point of interest is that the fifteenth 
degree of Taurus ascends for a line produced 
from longitude 76 on parallel 46 to longitude 
73 on parallel 40. When traced on a map, 
it will be found to cut Long Island at about 
Jamaica, thence (prophetic or not) it passes 
within a few miles of Hyde Park, New York, 
and directly through Ottawa, Canada. And 
thus does Aldebaran and her sister stars of 
the Hyades cluster stamp their influence 
upon the people of this belt, of which Cheops, 
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the incarnation of Egypt, is the living monu- 
ment. 

Next, we turn the map upside down and 
we see that New York State outlines a 
pyramid in its geographic boundaries, with 
the ascending degree of Cheops as its cap- 
stone. But there is another capstone to this 
geographically limned pyramid. The whole 
argument would be vain and pointless un- 
less the people of the locality reflected clearly 
distinguishable reactions to the influence im- 
puted to this celestio-mundane spread. 


Observant eyes who know and understand 
the place and whose minds are capable of 
penetrating or fathoming the spirit of the 
society behind its works, could not imagine 
a more fitting capstone to this pyramid, or a 
more appropriate response and tribute to the 
Pharaohs and their stars than New York City. 
I lived there seven years, and by virtue of 
peculiarly varied activities I was privileged 
to see and know Mew York City as few New 
Yorkers ever do. My favorite meditation was 
on the question of who built it. What kind of 
men blasted those subways out of solid rock 
and under river beds, and bent those mighty 
supporting girders into place? What kind 
of men threw her skyscrapers into the stars, 
so symbolic of an ambition and power that 
would challenge heaven itself? And what 
sort of men were they who made New York 
City the financial and industrial capstone of 
the nation, if not of the world? 

My ratiocination always arrived at the same 
answer—that they are a breed of giants. 
The various doctrines and their arguments 
for reincarnation aside, my corollary deduc- 
tion was and still is that the spirit of Egypt, 
conveyed through the vibrations of Alde- 
baran and Cheops, was incarnate in this 
breed of men, for nowhere else on the face 
of the earth have the mighty works of Egypt 
been so closely approximated as they have 
at New York City. 

Other facts evidential of the influence of 
Taurus and Egypt on Region D are the den- 
sity of its population of forty-three million, 
comparable to that which was along the Nile, 
the density of its industrial activity, which 
is probably of still higher ratio to the whole, 
and the density of wealth, possibly equal to 
the other two factors combined when its 
actual and remote control of its wealth over

the balance of the country are added tp. 
gether. 

Granting, in the interest of openminded. 
ness, that there may be such a noumenon a 
voluntary or elective reincarnation, the in. 
visible authorities over along the Nile mus 
have sent over some mighty bright minds tp 
help us accomplish so much in such a brief 
space of time. I could name quite a nun. 
ber of dominant figures of this country pas 
and present who might well have been dy. 
nastic Pharaohs of the middle period. Plenty 
of heads of industrial and financial empires 
might have just such a lineage. Pursuing the 
fancy a bit farther, who now knows but that 
we have in far greater numbers a mor 
ancient royalty and nobility in this county 
than exists in all the world today with its 
merely human lines of royal blood. 


Every Man a King 


Speaking of the race at large now gestat- 
ing on this continent, a strange and hitherto 
unknown human characteristic is apparent, 
which elevates it to preeminence above every 
other race and nation in the annals of time. 
And that is the feeling of autocracy o 
kingship over its own destiny which a virile 
living consciousness of freedom has planted 
in the very marrow of its bones. 


Mindful of the increase in so-called 
democracies and also of the relatively aged 
French republic, people of any land who 
have, or ever had, a king have difficulty 
in understanding the unique sense of free- 
dom possessed by the native born American 
of at least two generations on America 
soil. It is questionable whether any Ameti- 
can can fully appreciate the ultimate and i- 
terior significance of life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness except one in whos 
blood flows at least a trace of colonial o 
revolutionary stock. While it is entirely true 
that those generations were fresh from for- 
eign soil, the grim realities which they faced 
in their undertaking of conquering a 00 
tinent dug out of their souls new qualities 
which transformed them. Under the law d 
survival, the wilderness made every man the 
autocrat of his own destiny. And the people 
of the settlements, the stockades, and the 
forts, rapidly spreading westward, knew whit 
freedom was worth far more deeply than the 
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purest blooded of their descendants could 
ever know. They knew that every gain in 
freedom was paid for with their blood. The 
ghastly hardships and deadly dangers which 
they faced made them individualists, auto- 
crats, and even kings in the sense of the 
despotism which Natural Law forced them 
to exercise over the land which they had 
taken. 

At this point it might be argued that 
Canada was populated in the same way and 
that per se the Canadian must be capable 
of feeling the same inheritance of conscious 
freedom and individual sovereignty. True, 
that brings them closer to blood brotherhood 
with Americans than any other people on 
earth, but the Canadian still has a king in 
his consciousness. And his government is 
stil a king-made one regardless of how 
far it has been democratized to suit the needs 
of the country. The Canadian is therefore 
not likely to have the same ultimate con- 
sciousness of freedom possible to the Ameri- 
can who possessed a freedom infinitely 
superior to that experienced in any other age 
of mankind known to history. He had the 
supreme freedom of making his own govern- 
ment. And that unique distinction is likely 
to be ours as long as the world remains in 
its present geologic formation.. There is 
simply no other land whereon such a thing 
could happen. 

Such were the people which the forces of 
necessity produced of what may justifiably 
be appraised as the cream of the Old World’s 
Civilization. This is substantiated by Dar- 
win’s theory of natural selection. For most 
certainly only the boldest, strongest, and 
most highly inspired souls could have be- 
come self-exiles to a wilderness wherein only 
the strongest could survive. The process of 
natural selection was therefore enforced by 
the soil. Through the unescapable demands 
of adaptation to life, as it had to be lived 
in such a country, véry literally then did it 
tefashion human life alien thereto into the 
breed of conquerors from whose loins a new 
Tace was to be born. 

‘If through inadequacy of treatment last 
month, my argument, that the soil produced 
Its people the same as its flora and fauna, 
was unconvincing, I believe the point has 
been carried far enough for us now to see 
clearly how the land produces the people 


who in turn reflect in their choice of gov- 
ernment the dominant aspirations, emotions, 
and desires of their lives. With but a step 
farther we are able to see, more or less 
imperfectly, that Mother Nature herself en- 
forces, through the principle of natural 
selection and adaptation, the sort of govern- 
ment which her human offspring requires 
for progressive phases of its evolution. So 
convinced am I of this that I am quite un- 
able to credit human intelligence with much 
of what has been accomplished in this coun- 
try up to the present. It is more decisively 
merely biological phenomena. Our economic, 
industrial, and sociologic condition seems to 
be more the projection on the social plane 
of the wilderness from which the pioneers 
wrested the country. 

The devastating cataclysm which in the 
decade of 1923, struck the root fetish of our 
economic system, i.e., the primacy of buying 
over consuming power, resulting in a stagger- 
ing surplus of money, men, and machines, 
cannot otherwise be interpreted in any way 
but as damning to our institutions of political 
economy and of cultural progress which per- 
mitted it to happen. Among its many im- 
plications, it most decisively shears away 
any claims to intelligence in the behavior 
which produced the morbidly garish pano- 
rama which the country exhibits today. 

While it is not my intention to go into 
particulars at this time, the cause and effect 
traced in that panorama roots in the import 
if not the figures of this formula: For every 
man, woman, and child now receiving relief 
checks from the Federal Government, there 
are ten years average American wages sunk 
in overbuilt and idle or obsolescent indus- 
tries and cities supported thereby. And I 
do not believe that its most extreme apolo- 
gists could defend it as more than a natural 
rather than intelligent denouement of the 
undisciplined perversion of the spirit which 
settled and conquered the country. 

To understand the kind of people they 
were we must fathom the most enduring 
thing they left behind, which means the 
thing carrying the most enduring impression 
of their spiritual focus, their characters, and 
their aspirations. That thing can be nothing 
else than the government it established as 
the master pattern by which to plan and 
guide the future development of the country. 
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But we cannot say consistently that they 
set up the government without the qualifica- 
tion that whatever they set up could be 
nothing more nor less than the emanation or 
projection of the demands of Mother Nature 
upon the souls of them. The necessities of 
survival and existence transformed them as 
completely as the demure Indiana maiden, 
Phoebe Titus, was transformed into an Indian 
fighter and freighter of Arizona in a recent 
Saturday Evening Post serial under that title. 
It follows logically that the kind of govern- 
ment they would adopt would be of the ut- 
most flexibility in all its functions. The 
principle that the best governed is the least 
governed dominated its framing. Every as- 
surance was built into it that none of the 
freedom for which they had fought and died 
would be forfeited by them or their descen- 
dants. And this spirit of freedom was in- 
corporated in the name of the country by 
the first person or root of its astrological sig- 
nature, Arcane XIII, Aries (see Part I, 
June issue, for the principles by which the 
kabbalistic number and astrological signature 
of the United States of America were estab- 
lished). 


An Aries People 


But it is to be borne in mind that this 
refers to the constellation of Aries, And 
when the country as a whole is studied for 
its governing characteristics by comparison 
with Aries born individuals, only those born 
between April 17th and May 15th can be 
compared as natives of the constellation of 
Aries. It will be of no avail to use births 
from March 17th to April 16th for this pur- 
pose, for I have never seen one born in that 
period in whom could be found the unmis- 
takable characteristics of Aries. I believe that 
one has but to examine the tabulation of 
distinguished Americans for these two periods 
in “X Marks My Place” to be convinced of 
the validity of the comparison recommended. 

That the government then established no 
longer serves the evolution of the American 
race has two obvious and basical supports. 
One is the pretty nearly universal disregard 
of the principle that there is no liberty 
except within the law. Freedom has been 
prostituted into license, and any restriction 
upon what one can get away with is an 
infringement upon individual rights, the 


stultification of initiative, and a violation of 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution. The 
other support is its failure to become the 
government of the people, by the people, and 
for the people, which it was designed to be. 
The Bible and the Constitution are beautiful 
ideals of life, but ideals to be achieved rather 
than to be accepted as an accomplished 
fact. 

Without decrying a fraction of our national 
inheritance of it, I do not believe it can be 
seriously challenged that if ever there has 
been a fraction of social justice in the ad- 
ministration of the Government (in the sense 
the greatest good of the greatest number), 
it cannot be claimed for an earlier state 
than 1933. Then a thoroughly whipped Aries 
people cried out of their souls to the firma- 
ment for a new deal and got at least a dim 
prevision of it. 

A strange series of phenomena was un- 
veiling. In her cosmic wisdom, Mother 
Nature was issuing her last calls to an Aries 
people to come to their senses. Had her 
first voice not have been through Roose- 
velt in 1932, it would have been through an- 
other of the same stamp. The same voice 
was heard in 1936, and received a vote of 
confidence amounting to a landslide of an 
election. Gropingly and slowly the country 
dragged itself out of the depression during 
Roosevelt’s first administration. In the first 
year of his second term, i.e., 1937, the de- 
pression was around some corner behind us, 
the bluebirds announced that happy days 
were here again, factories bégan to hum and 
prices began to boom as of yore. 

But again an unregenerate Aries people 
demonstrated it could not stand prosperity 
and began at once to dance to the jingle, 
bingle: 


“When the devil was sick, the devil a monk 
would be; 

But when the devil was well a devil of a 
monk was he.” 


Then the secondary depression came, more 
artfully called the “recession” in the intet- 
ests of bolstering public psychology. Nothing 
ever so clearly as this “recession” demon- 
strated that when a crop of money showed 
above ground in this country, Business went

a or, “It’s a lot of hooey. What 
has the position of the stars to do with my 
little Mary? What difference does it make 
if Venus was hugging, or was conjunct 
Jupiter, Mercury and the Sun in Scorpio 
when Mary was born and Mercury was con- 
junct Mars in Aquarius, while Venus con- 
juncts the sun in Pisces when Jimmy was 
born?” 

“Mary’s mother is a cultured and accom- 
plished lady; she’s a pretty good singer and 
quite a piano player; in fact most of her 
family are more or less musical, so we are 
going to make a-perfect-little-lady out of 
Mary, with lessons in esthetic dancing, 
vocal music and piano playing and all the 
trimmings, so that Mary will make a ‘good- 
match’ when she marries. As for Jimmy, 
well I’m a pretty successful lawyer myself, 
so I see no reason why James should not 
follow in my footsteps, to take over my 
practice when the times comes?” 

And, thus it goes ad infinitum, with well 
meaning but uninformed parents doing their 
damaging-best forcibly to project their own 
egos, or those of kindly relatives, upon their 
suffering offspring in order that the off- 
spring may objectify and extend the egos 
of the parents by making successes, where 
the parents have failed during a lifetime 
of striving. 

_Again, for those parents who are suffi- 
cently intelligent, educated and _broad- 
minded enough to realize that Mary and 
Jimmy are individual entities who have 
FATES specific to each, to carve out, while 
Playing their parts upon this mundane 
sphere, we ask: are you not arriving at your 


educational, vocational and other counsel 
and guidance opinions for your Mary or 
Jimmy through rather haphazard proc- 
esses? 

After all, aren’t you depending chiefly 
upon environment, of which the public 
school teacher is the outstanding figure, 
and upon the chance decisions of Mary and 
Jimmy—as to whether they want to be law- 
yer, doctor, “cop,” et cetera also made 
through environmental contacts? And at 
the best, must not these decisions prove 
their validity through the painful process 
of trial and error experimentation? 

Despite the fact that for the past quarter- 
century, our public school teachers have 
been using batteries of Intelligence, Ability 
and Aptitude tests to psychoanalyze our 
youngsters, so as to give them accurate 
vocational guidance and counsel, yet there 
has been relatively little decrease in the 
thousands of vocational misfits turned out 
annually by our high schools, colleges, uni- 
versities, and trade schools. In the great 
majority of lives, the age-old process of 
Trial and Error Experimentation must still 
test the validity of the supposedly accurate 
guidance given. Each year our educational 
systems continue to grind out A.B’s, M.D’s, 
D.D’s, Ph.D’s and LLD’s; and all the others 
from alpha to omega. And the majority of 
these, after several years of painful striv- 
ing, awaken to the bitter fact that they 
are misfits in their profession or calling, 
chosen through haphazard environmental 
contacts, 

“Why is this so? Why must it be?” are 
your questions. “I thought that our teachers 
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and our psychologists had these tests down 
to such a fine point that they could give 
specific and accurate guidance and counsel 
as to what profession, what calling or what 
trade Mary and Jimmy should follow for 
their best success in life without suffering 
through a process of trial-and-error experi- 
mentation.” 

Sad to relate, our educators have not yet 
perfected their psychological devices to that 
point where they may be used to give ac- 
curate life and vocational guidance. Sadder 
still is the fact that behind the scenes the 
educators admit to themselves that the 
various psychological tests in use have been 
tried and found wanting. They admit how- 
ever, that these tests are the best recog- 
nized or accepted devices to be had. And, 
in the same breath they also admit that 
about all that these tests give the psycholo- 
gist and the teacher is a Modicum of the 
Intellectual Perceptive Ability of the Marys 
and Jimmys tested; that is, whether Mary 
and Jimmy are academic-minded; whether 
or not they have the mental ability to glean 
sufficient book-knowledge to graduate from 
this or that college. But when it comes to 
giving ACCURATE VOCATIONAL GUID- 
ANCE COUNSEL as to the SPECIFIC 
profession or calling wherein Mary and 
Jimmy will find the best outlet for his or her 
particular intellectuality, these self-same 
educators again admit that their psycholog- 
ical devices have been found wanting. To 
ascertain just how short they have fallen, 
merely look round about you at the many 
vocational misfits in all walks of life. 

Here your child’s stars enter the picture. 
And this, despite the fact that the great 
majority of our psychologists and educators 
scoff at astrology because they know 
nothing of Scientific Astrology but continue 
to draw their conclusions thereof from their 
vicarious exposures of the sugared-fortune- 
telling-pap handed out to a gullible public 
by would-be-astrologers who are charlatans- 
in-fact, Were these self-same educators and 
psychologists broad-minded enough and dili- 
gent enough to climb out of their deep and 
narrow ruts of professiona: self-conceit to 
do some scientific investigation and study 
Astrology, the Mother of All Science, not 
only would Astrology more quickly regain 
its rightful heritage, but our.psychologists 
and our teachers would also come more 
quickly to the Spot of Prestige in the earth’s 
sun which will be rightfully theirs when they 
earn it. And they will earn such prestige 
only when they correlate Scientific Astrol- 
ogy with their psychology and their peda- 


gogy; for it is through Scientific Astrology 
as a basis that SPECIFIC, YET ACccy. 
RATE LIFE and VOCATIONAL GUD. 
ANCE and COUNSEL MAY BE Glvey 
to our Marys and our Jimmys, 

To the Scientific Astrologer, your Marys 
or your Jimmy’s stars give a symbolic 
psychological, physiological, sociological and 
spiritual picture which enables him to de 
lineate with accuracy “How the wheels gp 
round” in the Temperament, or Conscious 
Mind; in the Personality (termed Mentality 
by some astrologers) or Sub-Conscious 
Mind, and the Individuality, or Super-Con- 
scious Mind (not yet recognized by psychol. 
ogists). And, “as go the wheels” so go Mary 
and Jimmy in this or that vocation or pro. 
fession, and in all departments of life— 
whether it be Mental, Moral, Spiritual or 
Physical, 

Because these symbolic planetary-pic. 
tures, or charts, furnish the Scientific As 
trologer with accurate bases from which he 
can and does give CORRECT GUIDANCE 
COUNSEL IN ALL DEPARTMENTS OF 
LIFE to our Marys and Jimmys throughout 
the world, Scientific Astrology is very much 
worthwhile, and is surely and not slowly be 
ing taken from the hands of ignorant char- 
latans to come again into the hands of the 
intelligensia with whom it had its begin 
ning some ten thousand years or more ago. 

You may believe in medicine, law, engin- 
eering or what not, but you cannot always 
believe in the doctor, the lawyer or the en- 
gineer. So it is in astrology; you may be 
lieve in Astrology as a Science but not 
always in the astrologer. The accuracy of 
the delineation made for your Mary or 
Jimmy will depend basically upon three 
things as follows: 

First—Do not expect to get complete 
counsel and guidance from Sun, or Solar 
Readings based upon the birth month alone. 
If you would secure ACCURATE COUN- 
SEL AND GUIDANCE then you MUST 
INVEST A SUM SUFFICIENT to te 
imburse the Scientific Astrologer for his 
long hours of conscientious labor and his 
acquired professional knowledge used i 
erecting and delineating ethically to the best 
of his abilities INDIVIDUAL CHARTS for 
Mary and Jimmy. 

Second—Basically the ACCURACY of the 
delineation will depend upon the correctness 
of the birth data to the minute, given for 
Mary and Jimmy. The Scientific Astrologer 
is not a fortune teller: he is an Interpreter 
of Symbolic Life-Patterns or Paths of Des 
tiny. Your Fortune or Fate you 
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through FREE WILL CHOICE from among 
the VARIOUS PATHS OF DESTINY 
WHICH WERE YOURS AT YOUR BIRTH 
AND WHICH ARE DEPICTED SYMBOL- 
ICALLY ACCORDING TO THE POSITION 
0F THE STARS OR THE COSMOS AT 
THE SECOND OF YOUR ENTRY INTO 
THIS UNIVERSE; so do not play a guess- 
ing game with your astrologer. Send him 
the minute, hour, day, month, year and city 
of Mary’s or Jimmy’s birth. If the hour 
and minute are not known accurately, then 
send your astrologer the approximate hour 
and minute a.m, or p.m, as you think they 
are, along with several dates of IMPOR- 
TANT OCCURRENCES in Mary’s or 
Jimmy’s life, such as accidents, illnesses, 
starting to school, any behavior problems, 
deaths of father, mother, sister, brother or 
relatives, long journeys taken, etc. These are 
known as control dates, through which the 
Scientific Astrologer can and will make cal- 
culations to establish accurately the minute 
and hour of Mary’s or Jimmy’s birth for 
the erection of an individual chart, 

Again it is wise to send such data as the 
nationality of the parents, the general 
financial and social circumstances so that 
your astrologer may give you the most 
accurate counsel and guidance possible. for 
your Mary or your Jimmy. 

Third—As it is with any other member of 
this or that profession, so it is with the as- 
trologer; the accuracy of his delineations 
depends upon Inherent Ability or Aptitude 
and Education and Training. Where possible 
pick on an astrologer who has a college 
degree, for in all probability he will be 
somewhat of a trained psychologist and 
educator as well as an astrologer who has 
the scientific attitude. True, his professional 
fee may be somewhat higher; but remember 
YOU GET EXACTLY WHAT YOU PAY 
FOR. As elsewhere in life do not expect to 
get something for nothing—it can’t be done. 

If the foregoing advice be followed you 
may be sure that you will get more than 
your. money’s worth in ACCURATE 
COUNSELLING AND GUIDANCE IN 
ALL DEPARTMENTS OF LIFE, such as 
the POTENTIAL urges, abilities, desires 
and opportunities in HEALTH, LOVE, 
MARRIAGE, VOCATION,. HAPPINESS 
and WEALTH; so that your Mary or your 
Jimmy MAY MAKE his or her FATE, 
without Painful Trial-and-Error Experi- 
mentation, a relatively HEALTHY, HAPPY 
- WEALTHY one, by choosing that 
ATH OF DESTINY which leads the indi- 


vidual to his greatest success while playing 
his part upon the Stage of Life. 

Undoubtedly it will interest you to know 
that the Mary and Jimmy first mentioned 
are not sister and brother but are daughter 
and son of different public educators. All 
four parents are college graduates and all 
four believe to a greater or lesser extent 
in the Science of Astrology and have applied 
the COUNSEL and GUIDANCE given from 
INDIVIDUAL CHARTS to their children 
according to the measure of the parents’ 
belief in astrology.

unquestionably there will appear among 
them both advance and retrogression .. .” 

The Latin Father Jerome expressed the 
same thought when he said (Epistles, 


“Letter to Avitus’’): 


“Respecting the heavenly bodies, we 
should notice that the soul of the sun, 
or whatever else it ought to be called, 
did not begin to exist when the world 
was created, but before that it entered 
into that shining and luminous body. 

e should hold similar views regarding 
the moon and the stars.” 


Philo Judaeus, the great Platonizing Jew- 
ish philosopher, the influence of whose writ- 
ings spread very widely over the world of 
his time, definitely stated in his Tractate 
entitled About. the Planting of Noah: 


“For those who have studied philo- 
sophy pronounce the stars to be 
animals, being endowed with intellect 
and pervading the whole universe; some 
being planets, and moving by their own 
intrinsic nature; and others, that is the 
fixed stars, being borne along with the 
revolutions of the universe; so that 
they likewise appear to change their 
places.” 


Similar ideas, expressed in somewhat 
cifferent phraseology, can be traced in 
writings as much antedating those of Greek 
and Roman philosophers, as the latter ante- 
date our own present-day philosophical and 
religious schools of thought. It is precisely 
because the ancients knew that every 
celestial body was a living, pulsating, 
entity, with its own life-history, its 
origin, development, growth, culmination, 
senescence and decay, followed by disinte- 
gration, followed ultimately by another 
birth and another cycle of life,—precisely

because of this knowledge, which was based 
upon sound facts of universal nature, did 
they speak of planets as being “animals,” 
strictly accurately from the Philosophical 
point of view. 

Genuine spiritual astrology of the ancient 
mystery-schools showed our common 
origin with the celestial bodies, and with 
all that is in the boundless Universe: jt 
showed not only how and when these bodies 
affected us, but also what relations ye 
have with them, in the past, present, ani 
future evolutionary progress. 

We repeat, genuine spiritual astrology, 
which is anything but fortune-telling, ani 
represents the philosophico-scientific an 
religious background of thought against 
which are projected and from which spring 
the various branches of accepted astm 
logical art, such as the genethliacal, mu- 
dane, horary, etc., etc., astrology,—was an 
aspect of the ancient Mystery-Schools of 
bygone ages. 

Mathematical calculation is good; but 
mathematics without a sound philosophical 
foundation upon which to build a system 
of astrological investigation, is futile, be 
cause the “how” of operations will never 
satisfy the inquiring mind which is asking 
for the “why” of things. 

The need today is for a foundation of 
thought and a conception of life which 
would imbody the scientific, the philos- 
phical, and the truly religious, aspects of 
man’s consciousness, and provide the basis 
and the corner stone for a later super 
structure of thought, to be erected upo 
this solid and safe bed-rock of truth— 
system of the universe which would com- 
bine within its wise and ever enlarging 
scope of investigation, the noblest re 
searches and achievements of science, the 
loftiest reaches of spiritual philosophy, am 
the highest and most inspiring aspiration 
of the genuinely religious ideals of mat. 
With this synthesis of spiritual and it 
tellectual knowledge, the Science of the 
Stars will have regained its once mm 
pregnable position, as one of the spit! 
sciences of antiquity, for it will have p 
beyond the limited confines of mere mathe 
matical jugglery, into the realm of Causes 
whence flow the originating impulses mal 
festing themselves as the varied phenomena 
of Nature which we witness around us. 

The secret of this once great and noble 
Science lies, we believe, for our preset 
age, in a true spiritual alliance betwee 
modern scientific investigation and the 
calculable treasures of wisdom hidden # 
the literatures of the past. Like the Phoent 
of old, the grandeur of the ancients and t 
spiritual knowledge which was theirs, ¥ 
about to be reborn in our midst. 
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The Influence of the Moon 


IX.—The Moon in Sagittarius

General Characteristics 


NTHRONED in the Constellation of Chiron 
the Centaur, in Sagittarius, the Sign of the 
Archer, the Moon tenants the domain of 
Jupiter the Greater Fortune, her own 6th 
House, as well as that of the Exaltation of 
her own South Node. The glyph for this 
constellational sheath portrays an arrow (/f) 
with a short section of the bow, symbol of 
enthusiasm and of effort aiming at the stars. 

The first 15° of this Sign belong to the 
human part of the Centaur, the last 15° to 
the horse or animal part of the Sign. Here 
the line (Gemini: the Lower Mind), freed at 
last from the circle, from the convolutions of 
passion (Scorpio) and the pride of life (Leo), 
is endowed with wings (Sagittarius), and is 
portrayed in this Sign in flight and soaring 
toward the stars. 

The antiquity of this constellation is at- 
tested by the fact that it is inscribed upon 
Babylonian monuments, as also in the early 
lodiacs of Egypt and of India. On ancient 
obelisks the figure of an arrow is sometimes 
seen, this being the hieroglyphical repre- 
sentation of this remarkable constellation. In 
the Hebrew and the Hindu Zodiacs the name 
of this constellation also signifies an arrow. 

An ancient legend relates that Apollo, the 
Sun-god, once urged Artemis, the Moon-god- 
dess, to aim a shaft from her bow at a gleam- 
ng point on the horizon which concealed 
Orion, the mighty hunter. Artemis did and, 
letting fly her arrow, slew Orion. Now, the 
constellation Orion is exactly opposite to the 
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“Bow stars” of Sagittarius, which accounts 
for the myth. Again, this legend takes an- 
other form, Artemis being represented as 
sending the Scorpion to sting Orion to death. 
Thus, too, we find the stars marking the 
Scorpion’s sting in very close proximity to 
the “Bow stars” of Sagittarius. 


“’Midst golden stars he stands refulgent 
now, 

And thrusts the Scorpion with his golden 
bow.” 


Sporting Instincts 


In all this is to be seen, besides the sport- 
ing character of this Sign, its love for hunting 
and for daring-do, a legendary symbolization 
of the extreme willingness of those with. the 
Moon in this Sign at birth to take a chance, 
hit or miss, but above all hoping that they 
hit, what one might well call the gambler’s 
complex: always willing to take a chance. 
In the second version of the story is to be 
seen the persistent nature of the Sign, those 
born with the Moon in this quarter of the 
Zodiac returning again and again to the at- 
tack of any objective they happen to have 
set their mind upon. But more of this later. 

In this Sign the divine monad, having at 
last and for all done with the affairs of the 
flesh, with physical being and most of its 
hindrances and the cares thereof, and having 
in Sporpio perceived what might be termed 
the outline of the cosmic plan, delved deep 
into its mysteries and partaken of much oc- 
cult knowledge, in Sagittarius arises purified 
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of carnal dross with a mind quick to sense 
eternal law as exemplified in the manifold 
aspects of intellect and emotion. In this, its 
ninth sheath in the order of the Signs, the 
contemplational power of the mind soars 
unafraid and upward upon the blue flame of 
this last altar of the Trinity of Fire, trans- 
muting all passion and emotion into spiritual 
fuel, that through these means it may soar 
yet higher in its upward flight toward in- 
finity. In concept Sagittarius concerns itself 
with the relations between differently as- 
sorted relationships, their expansion and ab- 
stract linkage and integration through per- 
spective. 

In the oriental esoteric philosophies the 
Zodiac becomes symbolical of those universal 
agencies which emanate from Parabrahm— 
the Absolute. Thus Sagittarius typifies 
KAMA-MAMAS: the animal or emotional 
mind, the irrational nature of the Platonists. 
This is the mind in its negative aspect verging 
toward the desire nature. As Sagittarius is 
the sheath of Jupiter, and as the horoscope 
is a hieroglyphic not merely of the physical 
man, but of his whole composite nature, in the 
seven-fold constitution of the microcosm and 
the septenary division of the world, Jupiter, 
according to Paracelsus, symbolizes the Auric 
Egg, or the entire invisible, carnal nature 
of man as the seat of habitation of his im- 
mortal spirit. 

On the physical plane, people with either 
the Sun or the Moon here do not as a rule 
indulge the body; rather, they strive to per- 
fect it by means of many and arduous exer- 
cises, seeming, even if unconsciously, to seek 
to make it the worthy receptacle of mind 
and of spirit. MENS SANA IN CORPORE 
SANO is apparently their motto, so that for 
them the body becomes but the instrument 
for the perfecting and the maturing of the 
mind. In some natives of the Sagittarian 
Moon, however, particularly in those cases 
where the Moon is afflicted by the quadra- 
ture of Saturn, there would appear to be 
an aptitude to cultivate the mind at the 
expense of the body by neglecting to heed 
the common rules of hygiene, such as exer- 
cise in the open air, the observance of a 
proper diet and the like, keeping late hours, 
not resting sufficiently, and so on; this being 
more common to the human half of the Sign

than to the animal portion, the last fifteen 
degrees. 

As the Archer, or Centaur, is bicorporal- 
that is to say, half man, half horse, haf 
human, half animal—it is in this very symbgl 
that there is to be found a deeply significans 
truth: that it is first in this Sign that th 
body begins to lose its grip on the incarnating 
Ego, thus being finally relegated to its plae 
as the mere container of the ethereal sub. 
stance of the spirit, or perhaps I should sy 
as the hearth wherein the flame of spirit 
glows. As in Scorpio there smoldered the 
flame of a consuming lust for life, like a 
warning pointing to the extinction of th 
merely physical preparatory to the predoni- 
nence of purified mind over matter, an alam, 
a sign, a portent of the doom of the purely 
Martian element of strife and impregnation, 
so in Sagittarius this accentuation of th 
merely physical wanes, as the Moon is robbed 
of her light at the rising of the Sun. In fine 
it is in this Sign that the dawn of a mor 
spiritual consciousness takes place. And, a 
the Moon rules the motions of the intellect- 
the mind waves—so the Moon when posited 
in this Sign institutes a spiritual trend and 
imparts fervor to the mind, diverting the life 
toward more spiritual paths, often by means 
of a well defined urge toward higher educa- 
tion and the Arts and Sciences. 

In the cosmic body of the Grand Man d 
the Zohar, the celestial archetype of human- 
ity, the macrocosm, in contradistinction to 
which humanity is the microcosm, Sagittarius 
has a primary domain over the hips and 
thighs, or that part of man which jumps and 
leaps upward, thus symbolizing once agai 
the intensely aspirational quality of this 
Sign. In the progress of the seasons Sagit- 
tarius rules the last month of Autumn, when 
the earth, withdrawn from out the wam 
embrace of the Sun, yields to the oncreeping 
chill of winter. In the Zodiac of the Hous 
it symbolizes the three hours just preceding 
midnight, when the harvest Moon rises to 
ward the zenith, thence descends as the 
weary earth rotates on its axis—hours preg- 
nant with the mystery of night. 

Now, as people with the Moon in the Sign 
of the Scales (Libra) may be said to be 
continually seeking to balance and decide 
the issues that confront them all 
life, so those with the Moon in the Sign of 
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the Centaur are continually aiming at a 
mark, and trying, by means of variation, to 
introduce many different objects of interest 
into their lives, to seemingly, as if by a suc- 
cession of targets, gradually improve their 
aim and exalt their ideal. In the Bible one 
reads that Gad was an archer. Whence would 
appear to have been derived the term “gad- 
about,” used in describing those who in their 
quest for variation are continually on the 
move—at least a characteristic, where it is 
not the besetting fault, of those with the 
Moon placed here at birth. 


Throne of Jupiter 


Sagittarius is the throne of Jupiter and 
Jupiter rules the blood stream, generally 
speaking. Scorpio, Sign of transmutation or 
death, is the sheath of the planet Pluto, 
guardian of the regions of death, the Hades 
of the ancients. In its lowest aspect the latter 
Sign is also the nocturnal abode of the planet 
Mars, which body rules iron and steel. As 
both Scorpio and Sagittarius are zodiacal 
neighbors, they might be expected to have 
at least something in common. And so they 
have, for as Scorpio is the Sign of Death 
and of the destruction of the body, so Sagit- 
tarius symbolizes the flight of the soul to- 
ward the upper region of the gods. This rela- 
tionship is particularly to be seen in the 
story ef the crucifixion of Christ, astrologi- 
cally interpreted, where it is seen that the 
Divine One (Jupiter), having been crossed 
(Sagittarius), died at about the ninth hour 
(Sagittarius, the ninth Sign) and, his side 
being pierced, blood (Jupiter) and water 
(Scorpio) issued forth. Sagittarius, being a 
southern Sign, faces toward the crossing 
place (Libra: the Autumnal Equinox where 
the Sun crosses the “line” from north to 
South declination) in north latitude,. whence 
it comes that his rays, like arrows, must 
pierce from the south to the north and reach 
no further than the tide, or groin, of the 
Crucified One, as Llewellyn George so 
cleverly points out. As Sagittarius rules the 
groins, hips and thighs, ‘surgical incisions 
- the groin release blood and water mixed. 
‘As above, so below,” said the Masters of 
ancient times. Thus, in the very motions of 
the solar system, we see foreshadowed the 
events below on earth. Moreover, in the 


Nativity of Christ, Sagittarius occupies the 
cusp of the 4th House (the end as, too, it is 
the beginning of life), Jupiter, its Ruler, 
being in Pisces near the cusp of the 7th. 
Thus He ended His terrestial life on the cross 
(Sagittarius), between two thieves (Jupiter 
in Pisces, a double-bodied Sign, as is Sagit- 
tarius as well), in a public place (7th House), 
His side pierced with a lance (Sagittarius), 
close to the hour of sunset (7th House, in 
the Zodiac of the Hours). 


The “White Horse” 


Thus it is seen that Sagittarius as a Sign 
has, in common with Scorpio, a very mystical 
meaning. John the Evangelist, the Beloved 
Disciple, in his vision on Patmos Isle, as 
described in the Book of Revelations, beheld 
a “white horse, and he that sat on him had 
a bow, and he went forth conquering and 
to conquer.” This “white horse” and the 
man astride him with the “bow” in his hand 
being the heavenly centaur, sometimes called 
the “Hound of Heaven” also. 

Sagittarius is the very Sign and symbol 
of astrological science and of prophecy, 
Chiron the Centaur, according to legend, 
having had the gift of prophecy and revela- 
tion. It is also the Sign of Theology, of the 
Sciences, Arts and Letters, and of all higher 
education. People with the Moon here usu- 
ally acquire considerable knowledge and 
polish as they journey through life, particu- 
larly in their later years. 

Sagittarius, a clear, sharp asterism, has 
the effect of reducing the Moon to something 
like the clear, cold sparkle of a star. In this 
Sign the heavenly fire flashes with inspiring 
effect, its eerie blue flame lighting the inner- 
most recesses of the mind. The Moon posited 
here at birth endows the mentality with some- 
thing of a prophetical and mystical quality 
wholly peculiar to her position in his sheath 
alone. In fact, this is more the case than when 
the Moon is found in any other constellation of 
the Twelve. In Aries the heavenly fire, as if 
freshly lit, burns with fierce rapidity, threat- 
ening any moment to burst forth into a terri- 
ble conflagration. Again, in Leo the flame 
progresses toward a golden luminosity that 
envelopes everything with its heat—a steady 
warm glow. But in Sagittarius the disin- . 
tegrating effect of fire is perhaps nowhere

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more visible in the lunar Zodiac, the blue 
flame, intense and clear, burning away the 
dross and thus liberating the spirit from the 
bondage of form. The Fire Signs, controlling 
as they do the creative impulse and ex- 
pressionistic faculty, bestow upon their lunar 
subjects an inexhaustible energy which takes 
the form of an almost continual and tireless 
activity. In Sagittarius this quality is par- 
ticularly emphasized since, being a Common 
or Flexible Sign, it superinduces a constant 
state of restless seeking for ideals, frequently 
too complex or too numerous for actual 
realization. The Moon here is drained of 
much of her feminine influence, in place of 
which a sort of “horsey” quality is infused 
into her vibration, thus accounting for the 
generally racy nature of these peoples’ ideas 
and activities. This equine quality of the 
Sagittarian Moon will be particularly no- 
ticeable in the case of women, who will react 
to its much as if Sagittarius were rising in 
their Birth Figure, and especially so when 
the Sun, Mars or Jupiter trines the Moon 
from either Aries or Leo. 

It must not be supposed that the Moon 
here invariably gives an interest in athletics, 
sports and physical contests, since this is far 
from being the case. True, lunar Sagittarians 
are all of them rather excellent walkers and 
can usually out-travel on foot those born 
with the Moon in any other Sign, Selene here 
deserving her appellation of Lux Ambulans: 
the Walking Light of the Zodiac! Since, how- 
ever, there is little or no passive acquiescence 
to so intensely active a vibration, the mind 
being more or less continually stimulated, 
those with the Moon here will usually display 
a notable interest in religious, scientific or 
educational activities and studies, and not 
unusually a combination of all three, but 
always in one or the other, and, the mental 
horizon being wide, their powers of visualiza- 
tion are correspondingly acute, resulting in 
an outlook upon life that in its reaction to 
impressions both from within and without 
is, to say the least, quite pronouncedly phil- 
osophical. This, in fact, might well be termed 
their most outstanding mental trait, this 
scientifico-philosophical trend inclining more 
toward the following of the professional 
and semi-professional walks of life rather 
than fitting its natives for the more com- 
mercial activities. 


People with the Moon here usually haye 
brilliant intellectual possibilities, the mind 
being original, far-seeing, sharp, dissecting, 
interpretive yet somewhat iconoclastic, the 
inspirational and intuitive faculties keen, the 
judgment poised. The mind bestowed by this 
section of the lunar Zodiac, being clearer 
and more acute, consequently tends toward 
a more lucrid conception and a clearer mental 
image of anything presented to it upon which 
to base a judgment than is the case wher 
the Moon is posited in any other asterism 
of the Twelve. Indeed, the coldest, clearest 
intelligences will generally be found in peo- 
ple born with the Moon in this asterism, 
The temperament is dynamic, impulsive, 
magnetic, sometimes even oppressively force- 
ful; the love nature, always exceedingly 
idealistic, is mostly governed by impulse 
too, and for that reason rather fickle and not 
too much to be relied upon. Fickle, that 
is to say, as concerns the particular person 
loved, the ideal itself rarely if ever varying. 
For a lunar Sagittarian, the idea conceived 
is everything and, these people being incor- 
rigible romanticists, they tend to invest their 
most cherished interests with the gossamer 
weaves of ideality and fancy. Often they are 
blunt and outspoken, not infrequently to 
much for other people’s comfort and their 
own good. Nor does it particularly redound 
to their credit and esteem that their shafts 
frequently hit their mark, and, as the poet 
says: 


“O! many a shaft at random sent 
Finds mark the Archer little Meant,” 


which is only another way of describing 
their ability to cover considerable territory 
once they warm to their subject. 

These are the people who think that sin- 
cerity gives them the right to be blunt and 
outspoken! However, they would do well to 
trade some of their cargo of frankness i 
return for a little Libran tact or Scorpionie 
silence. They hate anything hidden or secret, 
hence they will usually be found quite 4s 
willing to discuss their own affairs as they 
certainly are those of other people. Ready 
promisers, they are usually as good as their 
word—the one disadvantage being that one 
usually has to corner them to make them 
perform it! On the other hand, don’t eve 
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promise them anything yourself unless you 
intend keeping your promise; they will re- 
mind you of it soon enough, especially since 
they habitually expect a very great deal 
from other people—too much in fact. They 
will generally be found quick to take ad- 
vantage of any opening provided them, no 
matter how inadvertantly, hence, seemingly 
forever afraid of missing something, they dis- 
play a tendency to go off at a tangent and, to 
say the least, a trifle prematurely and without 
suficient forethought. Finally, their temper 
being somewhat undecided and precarious, 
they are apt to fly to pieces over the most 
unimportant things, even the mere details 
incidental to a plan. 


Tendency to Over-Activity 


The Moon in this Sign at birth invariably 
gives a tendency to over-activity, the prime 
fault of lunar Sagittarians being their in- 
clination to have too, too many irons in the 
fire and all heating at the same time. They 
should learn to conclude one thing before 
beginning another. Thoroughness should be 
their motto, since, as in Gemini, there is a 
notable trend toward superficiality, toward 
a Jack-of-all-trades attitude, with the proba- 
bility of their being masters of none in 
particular. 

Since they are very restless under a mas- 
ter, the sooner they plan and work for 
themselves the better off they will be. In 
business they are indeed capable of handling 
large undertakings, particularly in cases where 
they can see what they are going to get out of 
it themselves. They are, most of them, good 
spenders, though insistent upon seeing an 
adequate return for their outlay. Perhaps, 
too, they are the greatest detailists of the 
Zodiac, just as they are confirmed letter 
writers and usually good ones, too. The im- 
Patience of these people is proverbial among 
astrologers, just as is their lack of domes- 
ticity, their natural craving for adventure 
and their zest for life, the latter as un- 
quenchable as their emotional outlook is im- 
Personal. : 

This location of the Moon at birth inclines 
toward causing its natives to become a 
trifle eccentric in either attitude, manner- 
sms or speech, afflictions to the Moon 
here—particularly from any one of the three 


mental rulers: Mercury, Saturn or Uranus— 
frequently causing hesitation, or a stammer- 
ing, stuttering speech, their ideas occurring 
too fast for utterance or for clear enunciation 
in most mases. In fact, Sagittarius is the 
stutterers’ Sign par excellence, notable afflic- 
tions fo the Moon or to Mercury here more 
often than not producing some variation of 
this troublesome affliction, notwithstanding 
which, this vibration is such that it exerts 
a decided influence toward bringing its na- 
tives before the public in some manner, 
usually in educational, scientific, or religious 
activities, or in interests directly or indirectly 
connected therewith. Indeed, it is safe to say 
that, no matter what interests directly en- 
gage their attention, these people will always 
be found to have a notable interest in at 
least one of these three fields of knowledge, 
with Art and/or Letters as a fourth outlet. 


Reform Complex 


There is a lot of the reformer complex 
inherent in the nature of this vibration, 
though the native might do well to begin at 
home and reform himself before beginning 
on other people. The Moon here is also very 
significant of benefits through women, par- 
ticularly in male nativities. As I have implied 
before, there is a good deal of the prophet 
in the composition of such people—their pre- 
dictions or opinions regarding the outcome 
of enterprises will usually be found to be 
correct. They are great travellers, too; in fact, 
the Moon in this Sign at birth does much 
to deny a settled life. They are also born 
bohemians; in fact, anywhere they hang their 
hat is home to them. They are natural lin- 
guists, learning foreign languages quickly as 
a rule, and not infrequently speak two or 
three of them, at least one other besides their 
own being common. When in Rome they 
will do exactly as the Romans do—pending 
the introduction of some cherished reform 
that has suddenly come to mind. They are 
not so apt to be really patriotic, since they 
incline to consider the world their country 
rather than the (to them) narrow limits of 
the land where they were born. Finally, 
these people are the born optimists of the 
lunar Zodiac, for no matter how dark the 
outlook happens to be, they will usually 
discern a ray of sunlight peeping through 
some rift in the clouds. 
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Sagittarian Decans 


Those born when the Moon occupies the 
first ten degrees of this Sign should learn 
to follow the voice of their conscience, since 
if they will place their trust in the abiding 
presence of God they will find that they will 
seldom if ever go wrong. Their sense of 
cosmic consciousness is strong, and, being 
essentially religious minded by nature, they 
stand in little need of any definite religious 
affiliation. They should rarely, if ever, take 
the advice of others, but always act from 
instinct. The Moon here gives a harmonious, 
poetical and developed nature, fond of music, 
apt in science and art, though sometimes 
inclined to theft, particularly during the early 
years of life. This is the Jupiter decanate 
of Sagittarius, the keyword of which is 
DEVOTION. 

Those born while the Moon occupies the 
second decanate of the Sign, the degrees from 
10 to 20, will be particularly restless by na- 
ture, will continuously look forward for new 
fields to conquer and will come to grief 
through following their impulses without 
using sufficient forethought in the matter. 
They are due to experience some difficulty 
in matrimony; may suffer an impediment 
in speech; are always in a hurry: quick 
thinkers, quick eaters, in fine, quick at every- 
thing. They are exceedingly curious—the 
source of most of their troubles perhaps. This 
section of the Sign inclines toward extraordi- 
nary powers of the imagination, to strong 
passions and an indomitable will. These peo- 
ple generally have a dominating character, 
exert considerable influence over others, are 
gifted with considerable powers of clairvoy- 
ance and with a keen and penetrating mind. 
It is in this decan that one finds some of the 
most notable mental ability in the Zodiac, 
all the greater when these natives learn to 
transmute the power of sex, that is a moti- 
vating urge here. This decan confers ability 


for chemical research, other planets, Signs - 


and aspects being equal. This is the Mars 
decanate of Sagittarius, the keyword of which 
is EXPLORATION—research. 

Those born when the Moon tenants the 
last ten degrees of the Sign usually demon- 
strate pronounced mental ability with a no- 
table tendency toward abstract thought, and 
writing or teaching ability. The Moon here 


inclines the mind to pierce the illusions of 
matter and to soar to some of the highest 
states of human consciousness possible. Hoy- 
ever, irritability and jealousy are apt to kk 
the baneful qualities of this section of the 
Sign, these people running the danger of 
incurring the hostility of others and thy 
reaping bodily harm in one form or another, 
the danger of accidents through the agency 
of horses being particularly acute. If they 
will but learn to overcome their sportive 
tendencies and their more trifling inclin- 
tions, the Higher Mind will manifest to and 
through them. This is the solar decanate of 
Sagittarius, the keyword of which is ILLU- 
MINATION. 

In general the breadth of vision of luna 
Sagittarians is remarkable; so much so that, 
particularly as they grow older, they can 
take in a situation at a glance. For this rea- 
son they resent any confusion of issues in 
a subject under discussion, as also the intn- 
duction of any extraneous facts not directly 
related to the matter in hand. These people 
are great talkers, lunar Sagittarians along 
with lunar Geminians being undoubtedly the 
most incessant talkers—as they are undoubt- 
edly the poorest listeners—in the entire Z- 
diac. It is as hard to shut them up as itis 
to try to get a word in edgewise, once they 
really get underway. It is in this section of 
the Zodiac, too, where one will find most of 
the sins of commission instead of those di- 
rectly due to omission. As a rule, these peo- 
ple are probably more impersonally inclined 
than any in the Zodiac, with the exception 
of lunar Aquarians, of which there can be n0 
more impersonal vibration in nature. Luna 
Sagittarians, however, can give the illusion 
of warmth in their personal relations, a thing 
that it is well nigh impossible for the luna 
Aquarian to give. Which is the reason why 
these people are actors to the manner bom: 
they can simulate so many emotions they 
do not feel; give the illusion of tender 
ness and commiseration, of indignation 
pity, of anxiety and concern, of sorrow 
and grief, of bravery or of fear, while t 
is ten to one that what they most portray 
they least feel! If words and appearances 
were passports to paradise, they would be 
sitting among the archangels! All the world’ 
a stage to them, and humanity, in very 1" 
is composed of but actors strutting their 
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brief parts upon it. And so these people may 
prove a trifle, just a trifle, hard to understand 
—until one realizes that there is a very 
great deal of the child in their make-up— 
that in behind those mental quirks and con- 
yolutions of theirs, they are simplicity itself, 
just children play-acting! 

Their craving for knowledge is notable, in 
some cases even extraordinary. But, though 
born students, they are not so apt to be pro- 
found as they are omnivorous and insatiable 
for variety, and more eclectic than routine- 
minded and thorough. Some of the best 
writers and dramatists of all time were born 
with the Moon in this Sign: Balzac, Hugo, 
Charles Dickens and James O’Neil being fa- 
mous examples of the Moon in this asterism 
at birth, And, these people being philo- 
sophical by nature, they are inclined not only 
to philosophize in general but to take life 
quite as they find it, without too much re- 
belling against the goad, however little they 
may like its aspect at the moment. In fine, 
and contrary to the dictum of many as- 
trologers, I find the Moon in Sagittarius to 
be well placed, everything considered. In 
any case there is absolutely no gainsaying 
the fact that it is about the most intellectual 
Moon in the Zodiac, indefatigable, prompt, 
inspirational and perceptive. 


Men 


Upon the other hand, its influence in a 
male geniture is considerably more favorable 
to the native than in the case of a female 
birth, as the latter inclines toward too cold- 
blooded and analytical an attitude to suit the 
average man. Men expect more sympathy 
and more resiliency in a woman than the 
Moon in Sagittarius postulates. Women with 
the Moon here at birth incline to be of 
tither one or two kinds: the racy type in- 
terested in animals, sports and athletics, or 
the studious type given to research in 
archives, to intellectual pursuits and to the 
championing of causes. Being essentially 
bohemian, they will scarcely be domestically 
inclined enough to stay at Home. These are 
the club women, the attenders at lectures, 
the suffragists and the followers of “move- 
ments” of one sort or another. There are, of 
me, numerous exceptions, but these ex- 
ceptions only go to prove the rule. 


The women attracted to men born with 
the Moon in this Sign will be of a notice- 
ably higher type, refined, delicate, and with 
something ethereal about their nature, yet 
keenly passionate withal. The man may find 
them hard to hold—yet surely not more 
difficult in that direction than he will be 
himself—and he may discover it a bit diffi- 
cult, too, to make them practical and to domi- 
nate them as thoroughly as he would wish. 
At the same time, he should discover in 
them a source for continual inspiration, since 
their belief in -him will scarcely know any 
bounds. But he will be whatever he is 
most interested in being first, atid husband 
after that, since love to him will be pretty 
much a thing apart, no matter how devoutly 
he may appreciate it. And this notwithstand- 
ing that these men are probably the greatest 
women chasers of the Zodiac, only they thrill 
more to the chase than they do to the pos- 
session of that which they have pursued. In 
any case, it is their ideal of a woman that 
motivates them, rarely the woman herself 
whom they court. 


Women 


Women with the Moon in Sagittarius at 
birth will attract high-minded members of 
their own sex whose influence will be pro- 
ductive of much good. On the other hand, 
they will not be apt to be so fortunate as 
regards the men who enter the orbs of 
their influence, these not being any too stead- 
fast or dependable. As I have said, the Moon 
in this asterism takes much of the purely 
feminine out of a woman, endowing her in- 
stead with pretty much of a masculine view- 
point, plus a man’s reaction to external im- 
pressions. Nevertheless these women make 
a man an ideal friend and confidant, a com- 
panion, a pal in the truest sense of the word, 
even a refuge and a tower of strength in ad- 
versity, circumstances permitting, yet scarce- 
ly a mistress since the affections she gen- 
erates will be mostly upon the platonic order. 
Indeed, it is only with lunar Sagittarian and 
Aquarian women that a man can get any true 
idea of what platonic love is really like.

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Weather Guide 
September, 1939 


F). THE Pacific slope September tempera- 
tures are expected to be not far from normal 
most of the time. About the 6th a short, 
warm spell, but very cool near 12th, then 
warm for a couple of weeks and finally a 
cool spell near last days of the month. In 
Oregon and Washington the regular seasonal 
or autumnal rains come late this month, 
but in most of California there is not much 
rain to be expected this early, though prob- 
ably a few light showers around second week 
of month and again in last few days. 

East of the Rocky Mountains the month 
of September, 1939, is indicated as unusually 
cool, there being only a few days near the 
middle of the month that are very much 
above normal as to temperature. In many 
of the northern states frosts are expected to 
set in around the 20th, and while there will 
still be a few warm days, the cool weather 
of autumn begins about this time. First few 
days of September unusually cool, but from 
near llth to 20th fairly warm, then again 
many very cool days. In the middle west 
rather dry, or but few soaking rains. About 
the central southwest rains are heavier and 
also nearly normal in central states and on 
the Gulf coast, but on Atlantic slope some- 
what less than normal moisture. 

Following is a day by day forecast for all 
the regions east of the Rocky Mountains: 

Fri., Sept. 1, 1939—Unsettled, some rain in 
northwest of central states, and about the 
Gulf coast, but most of Great Lakes, Ohio, 
Tennessee River valleys and east clear.

and Saturn. The Moon on this date was in 
conjunction the Sun in the chart for the 
time the Squalus was first ordered to sub- 
merge, making this period a difficult one, 
when particular precaution should have been 
taken to avoid accidents of this nature. 

We were also interested to note in the same 
edition of the New York Herald Tribune that 
on this date salvage vessels had failed in 
their first attempt to raise the Phénix. This 
failure may be attributed to the obstacle en- 
gendering influence of Saturn on the fixed 
cross with Mars and Pluto, so strongly ac- 
tivated throughout this period.

ancients, especially the Chaldean and Egyp- 
tian astrologers, and they therefore belong to 
prehistoric astrology. We ‘know, from numer- 
ous authorities, that they were also used 
throughout the middle ages and there are 
still extant several works of the older authors 
in which these hours are more or less clearly

explained. I have before me now a nearly 
perfect copy of John Gadbury’s “Doctrine 
of Horarie Questions,” printed at London in 
1658, and for the sake of showing the exact 
treatment he gives the subject I here repro- 
duce, as closely as possible, the spelling, capi- 
talization and arrangement ‘of the original 
page containing this article. He begins by 
remarking that “It is requisite here to show 
you how to make the planetary hours at any 
time, either by day or by night. 

“To find the length of the Planetary hour, 
and the Planet governing it, you must first 
gain the hour and minute of the Sunrising; 
then, secondly, observe what hours and min- 
utes are elapsed between your time proposed 
and the Sunrising, and multiply those hours 
by 60, and to the product add your minutes 
(if you have any) and the total divide by the 
length of your Planetary hour. The Quotient 
gives your desire. Example: On January the 
first, 1659, the Sun riseth at eight of the clock; 
I would know what planet reigneth at 10 
o’clock and 20 min. past, that morning; my 
time is 2 hr. 20 min. distant from the Sun- 
rising; and the length of the planetary hour 
by day against eight in this table is 40 min, 
which multiplied and divided leaves in the 
Quotient three, unto which I add the 20 min, 
and that tells me there is 20 min. of the 
fourth Planetary hour gone at the time pro: 
posed. Now to know what Planet governe 
that hour, observe the day of the week 
(and that is Saturday), enter therewith m 
the head of this next table, and find the 
hour of the day underneath; against which,

Fishing 





The best fishing dates this month, 
weather permitting, are Sept. 5th to 
19th inclusive. Good days are Sept. 
3rd, 4th, 20th, 21st, 25th, 26th, 27th and 
28th. Fair to average days are Sept. 
Ist, 2nd, 22nd, 23rd, 24th, 29th and 30th. 
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AF THE astrological student wishes to use 
favorable hours rather than days for fishing, 
we would suggest that he look up the hours 
when the planets are making favorable as- 
pects. To assist in choosing these hours, I 
give the following rules: 

1. Good days are helped by good aspects. 
Adverse aspects in good fishing periods seem 
to decrease the possible catch, as on that day 
the big ones get away. 

2, On days when aspects of the Moon are 
favorable to the planets Neptune, Venus, 
Uranus, Sun or Mercury, the fish bite well. 

3. Adverse lunar aspects to Mars, Neptune, 
Uranus, Jupiter, Saturn, or the Sun, should 
warn us not to fish on those days. 

4. When the Moon is in the water signs 
of Cancer, Scorpio or Pisces, it is always 
considered a good time to.go fishing. Days 
on which the Moon changes its quarters are 
also considered good fishing days. 

The last quarter and the new Moon are 
the best times for fishing, especially if the 
Moon is in the water signs and with good 
aspects,

Types of Fishermen 


Fishermen fall into about four different 
classes. First, the professional fisherman, 
whose occupation is fishing—he knows how. 

Second, the fisherman who likes to go fish- 
ing for the love of the sport—he knows his 
fish. 

Third, the fisherman who likes to go fish- 
ing, but does not do enough of it to be a 
good fisherman. This is the average fisher- 
man who needs a fishing guide to help him. 

Fourth, there is the youthful fisherman, 
who carries his bait in a bottle or jug. These 
boys do not need a fishing chart—they are 
only passing away the vacation hours. 


Correspondence 


Since I have been writing the fishing guide, 
there have been several letters received ask- 
ing why my dates were not the same as 
those given by other fishing calendars. There 
can be only one good reason for this. My 
calculations do not agree with theirs because 
they do not take into consideration the 
Moon’s position in the signs, nor its phase. 

A letter received from Springfield, Mass., 
reads, in part, as follows: 


Incidentally, I note that your forecast 
for the best fishing days does not coin- 
cide with a forecast published and copy- 
righted by one Mr. ——. Can you give 
any reason for this disagreement, and 
have you any proof of the accuracy of 
your forecasts? 


We have received other letters similar to 
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the above, but use this one as an example. 

I have checked many fishing calendars and 
find that most of them are based on some 
system or other, although some have no 
system at all. This seemed to be rather 
confusing to me, and I decided to do some 
research work along this line. On page 53 
of the May, 1939 issue of AMERICAN ASTROLOGY 
Macazine, the reader will find the first 
printed account of my research. If the 
reader will trouble to reread this article, 
starting under the “Fair to average fishing 
dates,” he will understand just why my sys- 
tem is different from the others. My system 
is based on the result of records kept at a 
city lake, taking into consideration the num- 
ber of fishermen on the lake, the sign and 
phase of the Moon at the time of the catches, 
and the aspects made on all fishing days. 

In many instances the number of fisher- 
men fishing at one time did not have any 
effect on the average number of fish caught. 
For instance, on Sept. 2nd, under a New Moon 
in Scorpio, sixty men fishing caught a greater 
average of fish than when fourteen men 
fished on Sept. 3rd New Moon, which was 
still in Scorpio. Again on Sept. 26th, six- 
teen men caught a greater average than ten 
men caught on Sept. 27th. 

The last quarters and the New Moons when 
the Moon is in water signs, were found to 
be the best for fishing. This information is 
copied from my charts made in September, 
1935. 

One of the fishing charts I have examined 
is based upon the supposition that the fish 
begin to bite when the Moon enters the sign 
Pisces each month. However, this chart does 
not take into consideration the phase of the 
Moon at any time. 

The observation upon which my charts are 
founded was made on one body of water. 
However, letters I have received from fisher- 
men living in different parts of the country 
seem to verify the fact that the fishing dates 
I give are very nearly as correct as it is 
possible to have them. 

We welcome letters from fishermen giving 
information and dates on which they have 
made their catches, and the kind of fish 
caught. A good clear photo of the fish will 
assist us in making more authentic research. 

In ancient times farmers planted by lunar 
phases and signs. Of this we have authentic 


—— 


records. A little research in fishing, with 
records kept of same, will help us to make 
a better fishing calendar. 


Planting Dates 


Crops that produce their yield above the 
soil and grow from seed with a root forma- 
tion—similar to beans, peas, lettuce, com, 
oats, sweet peas and marigolds—should be 
planted when the Moon is new, and in first 
quarter. 

Crops that produce their yield in the soil 
are similar to, and grow from a bulb forma- 
tion—such as potato, beet, carrot, tulip and 
gladiola—should be planted when the Moon 
is full and in last quarter. Plant in last 
quarter only if necessary, as it is not con- 
sidered the best time for planting. 

The period following the Full Moon, when 
the Moon is in Taurus, all day Sept. 3rd, 
4th, and up to 3:01 P. M. Sept. 5th, is a fair 
time to plant. 

Last quarter, when the Moon is.in Cancer, 
all day Sept. 8th and 9th, is a fair time to 
plant. 

Following the New Moon, when the Moon 
is in Libra, all day Sept. 14th and 15th, is 
a good time to plant flowers and a fair time 
to plant vegetables, also good for grain and 
seeding. 

New Moon in Scorpio, all day Sept. 16th 
and 17th, is a good time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Capri- 
corn, on Sept. 20th at 12:11 P. M,, all day 
Sept. 21st and 22nd, is a fair time to plant. 

First quarter, when the Moon is in Pisces, 
on Sept. 25th at 12:01 P. M., all day Sept 
26th and 27th, is a good time to plant. 

Following the Full Moor, when the Moon 
is in Taurus, on Sept. 30th at 11:28 A. M, is 
a fair time to plant. 


Sign and Phase Planting 


I believe the following snapshots, taken 
in my experimental lunar-planted garden, 
will be of interest to our readers. The first 
photograph shows the sixteen-foot poles m 
which Jack the Bean Stalk is to grow. The 
six-foot step-ladder may be used as a guide 
as to the true height of these poles. 

The second photograph shows one of these 
poles well covered with a heavy growth o 
these wonder beans. 
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The question generally asked is, “Do any 
beans grow on such tall vines?” The third 
photograph answers this question. It is a 
close-up of the top of the plant, showing 
many bean pods peeping out from beneath 
the thick mass of leaves. 

The fourth photograph is a center section 
close-up with some of the leaves cut away, 
thus exposing many bean pods to view. 

Our readers may wish to know something 
about the history of the plantings of this 
wonder bean, as it may well be called. 
Several successive plantings when the Moon 
was in Scorpio made this tall growth 
possible. Planted under the Moon in Scorpio 
in 1933, the vines grew seven feet tall that 
first year. In 1934 it was again planted in 
Scorpio, when the vines grew eleven feet 
tall. Again in 1935, it was planted in Scorpio, 
when the vine grew fourteen feet tall. In 
1986 the planting in Scorpio was repeated, 
with the result that the vines grew sixteen 
feet tall. In 1937 the planting was done 
under the Moon in Libra, when the vines 
grew to a height of sixteen feet. 

I do not recommend planting in the same 


sign each successive year, as this may cause

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an overdevelopment that could prove harm- 
ful to the plant.

General Indications 


The very heavy release of energy shown 
by Neptune square Uranus in the Neptune 
Cycle chart will color the trend of events 
for September. The most pronounced influ- 
ence of Neptune is to exaggerate the hopes 
and expectations through vast promotion 
schemes. This rather chaotic aspect will bring 
to a head many wild schemes and utopian 
undertakings, and may well attract difficulties 
to the sponsors of pension plans and the 
like.

United States

President Roosevelt

It will not be 
surprising if we note a swing towards greater 
pensions and increased government spending 
in an attempt to regain the support of certain 
groups. 

The New Moon Cycle of September 13th 
has the Lunation, Mercury, Venus and Nep- 
tune all in the house of relief (12th). Nep- 
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tune so closely conjunction the Ascendant 
gives a peculiar attitude to the people, sig- 
nifying their desire to get something for 
nothing (typical of Neptune), such as pen~ 
sions or other benefits. Some bewildering 
scheme will be presented to the people, at- 
tempting to create wealth out of thin air. 

The Lunation is very well aspected, show- 
ing considerable harmony for the latter part 
of the month. The construction of new homes 
receives unusual impetus with Mars in the 
Fourth, particularly indicating projects fi- 
nanced by the Federal Government. Taxes 
will be given an unexpected twist, and will 
be loudly denounced as placing too heavy 
a burden on the people.

There is a possibility that a well-known Con- 
gressman will meet with accidental death 
while this malefic set-up afflicts the house 
of Congress (11th). 


Labor

Canada 


Here we find an unsettled condition similar 
to that in the United States, with the people 
expressing an active desire to be relieved of 
economic oppression.

German army expansion will continue 
unabated. Each month shows an increasing 
amount of the country’s income diverted to 
armaments and thus increasing the burden 
of the people. Officials will be more tolerant 
of religious groups, the trend being toward 
a more progressive philosophy.

Market Cycles 


= is semi-square Jupiter and 
square Mercury on the first of September, 
starting the month off with negative cycles 
and a down trend. On the second, Mars is 
Sesqui-quadrate (135°) to the Sun and 
Sesqui-quadrate Venus on the third, which 
are further coordinated with the Moon square 
Mars. These aspects are negative and occa- 
sion a declining market. A large portion of 
this influence may come during the 3rd and 
4th, which are Sunday and Labor Day, and 
therefore, will not be effective on the markets. 

On September 5th, the day starts with the 
Sun in conjunction with Venus, which may 
bring a temporary rally. On the 6th, the 
aspects turn negative again, with the Moon 
square Venus and the Sun, and Sesqui- 
quadrate Saturn, which is the beginning of 
two serious Saturn aspects on the 8th, when 
again Saturn is 135° from both Venus and the 
Sun. Altogether the market cycles show a 
negative trend during the first part of the 
month, or up to the 11th. 

If there is a sharp dip in the market on 
the 11th or 12th, informed traders can take 
advantage of it for a buy. On the 13th, Ve- 
nus is trine Uranus and the Sun parallel Nep- 
tune. This should be constructive because 
on this day the Moon is also trine Uranus 
and Venus, in conjunction with Neptune, for- 
casting a definite change of trend upward, 
carrying through for a few days. On the 
lith of September, the Sun is trine Uranus, 
bringing into expression the large and effec- 
tive good aspect between Uranus and Nep- 
tune. Because of this good trine between 


Uranus and Neptune, this September is not 
going to have the decline which occurred in 
September 1937 and 1938. Many people are 
becoming accustomed to some extension of 
the world war every three months (the au- 
thor considers that there has been a world 
war going on ever since Japan’s invasion of 
China). These quarterly declines were timed 
partially by the Sun’s negative aspect to Nep- 
tune, which occurs every three months. From 
now on Neptune is supported by a positive 
aspect from Uranus, which aspect was called 
in recent articles the “World Savior.” 

After the middle of September there should 
be considerable irregularities, because the 
cycles are mixed. Starting with the 20th, 
there are several Moon cycles which are not 
so good for the market, especially the Moon 
square Neptune, Mercury, the Sun, Venus 
and Jupiter. On the 22nd, the Sun is parallel 
Jupiter, which ordinarily brings a rise in the 
market. But such a rise this time should be 
considered with suspicion, inasmuch as the 
Sun is moving to an opposition with Jupiter, 
which culminates on the 27th. In the mean- 
time, Mars is square Saturn on the 23rd, given 
full expression by the Moon, which is con- 
junction Mars and also square Saturn. This 
is a serious affliction which tends to incite 
people to rash action, strife and fear. When 
people are afraid they usually sell their 
stocks. 

Jupiter has hard going the rest of the 
month because of its opposition to Venus on 
the 23rd, opposition Mercury on the 25th, and 
opposition the Sun on the 27th. This is a ten- 
dency for a down trend for the rest of the 
month, 
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To Know is Better Than to Guess 


In the stock market, as in other things, 
the “law of averages” is a law of last resort. 
One uses it because he has nothing better. 
It is our experience that, if one has nothing 
better than the law of averages to support 
the investment policy, he will fail because the 
average position is wrong. In fact, nineteen 
out of twenty are wrong. If an investor must 
resort to taking a chance on the law of aver- 
ages giving him a profit, or of diversifying 
so as to spread his money far enough to catch 
a profit, he had better stay out of the mar- 
ket altogether, for it is self-evident that he 
doesn’t know enough to keep from losing his 
money. Since the average profit is smaller 
than the average loss, one cannot catch more 
pro.it than losses with a “net.” The profits 
will go through and leave him with the 
losses. 

A good point to remember is that one can- 
not trade the “averages.” He must trade indi- 
vidual stocks; therefore, the rules that apply 
to the averages must also apply to the par- 
ticular stock which is to be traded, or else 
the rules may cause a wrong action. 


Rules based upon average earnings of the 
past ten years were smashed to smithereens 
by a change in monetary values. Remem- 
ber that income based on a dollar ten years 
ago is not the same income based on the pres- 
ent dollars. Several things have modified the 
base of that ten-year average income. One 
is the $0.59 dollar. To mention a few others, 
lower interest rates on bonds created a dif- 
ferent relative basis for income; the enormous 
supply of gold and silver and the enormous 
government debt had a bearing on the dol- 
lar. Certainly no well-informed economist 
considers comparing a 1939 dollar income 
with a 1929 dollar income. 


“The Checker Game” 


One can have a lot of fun “playing check- 
ers” with the market. He may consider buy- 
ing a certain stock and then anticipate what 
moves are likely to follow if he does buy 
it in very much the same maner as if he 
were to consider making a move in a checker 
game, and then consider what moves his 
opponent is likely to make. In this way he 
can learn to anticipate what is likely to hap- 
pen. He should determine under what con- 


ditions he will sell before he buys. In other 
words, he should establish a policy of trad- 
ing either the minor trends, intermediate 
trends, or major trends before he buys. Once 
he has purchased the stock it is bad policy 
to change his plans “in the middle of the 
stream.” He should determine before he 
buys how much loss he is willing to take if 
things go wrong and the market goes down 
instead of up. He should provide a hedge 
against the unknown, or the undeterminable, 
such as declaration of war or similar factors, 
He should resolve to keep each lot of money 
working in a program so that he can deter- 
mine at any given time whether this par- 
ticular amount of money is showing profits 
or losses and why. Even in cases of large 
amounts it has been found advantageous to 
break the amount up into several smaller 
amounts and operate each one of them as a 
separate account as far as the transactions 
on the books are concerned. Before he buys 
he should ascertain how much “strain” he 
can stand without worrying, and NEVER buy 
enough to cause him worry. If he worries 
he will become afraid, and fear leads to the 
thing that one is afraid of, which would be 
a loss in this case. 

SUMMARIZING THE WHOLE THING, 
NEVER BUY A STOCK UNTIL YOU HAVE 
SOLD IT MENTALLY. 


Reverse Action 


An investor explained to us about his hav- 
ing bought a stock at 42 and holding it until 
it went down to 18 and back up to 45, at 
which time he sold it and made 3 points gross 
profit. This, he thought, was a good example 
of exceptional ability in the market. In a 
way it did show a lot of patience. A more 
profitable way, however, would have been 
to place a stop-loss order at the time the 
stock was bought at approximately 38 so as 
to stop his losses from running too long. 
After the market had declined to 18, it should 
have been bought back and the 4point loss 
that was taken when he was stopped out 
should have been added to the purchase price, 
making the cost of the stock 22. Then the 
stock could have been sold at 45, giving a 
gross difference of 23 points rather than 3 
points. 

It seems a little difficult for investors, and 
especially for beginners, to visualize how they 
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can liquidate their holdings until the decline 
is over, or until a dangerous condition in the 
market is over and then buy back the stock. 
The most economical way to learn how to 
do this is to practice trading on paper. Every 
day place orders; keep an actual account of 
the orders placed, and buy and sell as mar- 
ket conditions dictate and follow this method 
as nearly as possible the way you would fol- 
low if you were using actual cash. One per- 
son whom we have been coaching along this 
method commented as follows: “I have really 
been much amused, or possibly I should say 
‘Shocked,’ that I have given the enclosed fic- 
tiious order a lot more thought than I have 
many times when REAL HARD-EARNED 
cash was involved.” 

It requires some practice for any person 
to adjust his thinking to the fluctuating me- 
dium of the stock market. Under any cir- 
cumstances, when securities are liquidated 
to be repurchased at a better price, the choice 
should always fall upon the particular se- 
curity which shows the largest loss. That is 
the one in which the element of selection 
went furthest wrong. This is a requisite 
principle that investors must establish to 
make a continuous success in the market. 
Nine out of ten traders do the opposite—they 
sell the securities in which they have a profit 
and they keep those in which they have a 
hea That is why they leave the market 
losers, 


U.S. Treasury Bonds 


Last month we dealt at some length with 
U.S. Government Bonds. There is very much 
discussion about these bonds both from a 
standpoint of the effect that their status might 
have for owners as well as others, due to 
indirect influence. The following analysis 
should speak for itself without further com- 
ment, therefore the facts are given for the 
benefit of the readers, 


eee ee 


The proper approach to Treasury Bonds 
is to assume that they are capitalized upon 
a three per cent basis. The income will then 
equal three per cent of the capitalized price. 
On this basis Treasury Bonds due or callable 
after twelve years will be capitalized per 
thousand-dollar bond as follows: In 1920 at 
$1,900.00; in 1934 at $1,000.00; at this date, 
June 15, 1939 at $383.00. If we adjust this 
figure to the 59c dollar, the latter amount 
would be about $226.00. 

In the last few years there have been issued 
relatively more short-term Government Obli- 
gations carrying an even smaller rate of in- 
terest than the longer term Treasury Bonds. 
This does not offset the figures given above, 
but rather accentuates them. 

The author is much concerned about the 
future status of Government Bonds if some- 
thing dependable is not done to “peg” their 
price. It is worth noting in passing, how- 
ever, that it requires approximately only 
3714% as much interest to meet the payments 
on Government Bonds now as it required in 
1920. In other words, the Government can 
carry a forty billion-dollar debt now for the 
same cost that it carried a 14.8 billion-dollar 
debt in 1920, or approximately 9 billion on 
59c dollars. These figures are given with an 
unbiased attitude, but with grave concern, 
because of the revolutionary changes that are 
being brought about by our new Government 
financial policies.

mental tension, reaches a period of harmony 
and sensible effort the 5th to 7th, turns ruth- 
less the 9th and 10th. The 13th to 22nd isa 
period of stirring experiment, idealism, bril- 
liant social activity, active correspondence. 
The 23rd brings things to a violent halt and 
there is more or less conflict until the 30th; 
in the meantime inflation takes hold of 
speculative and financial affairs and puffs up 
a good sized bubble. 


New Moon 


The New Moon ruling the first twelve days 
of September occurred on August 14th in the 
22nd degree of Leo. The New Moon of Sep- 
tember 13th, at 6:22 a.m., in the 20th degree 
of Virgo, rules the lunar month of September 
13th to October 11th. 


The figure ruling September Ist to 12th 
has the lunation in the fourth house, within 
orb of the fifth house cusp, blending the 
affairs of both departments in the month’s 
events. The homes, land and building, agri- 
culture, weather and the condition of the 
Masses of people are fourth house matters; 
children, young people, speculation, amuse- 
ment and creative activities come under the 
fifth. The New Moon is square to Uranus, 
forming the quincunx to Mars, sesquiquad- 
rate to Jupiter, then trine to Saturn. Major 
aspects include Mercury square Uranus on 
September 1st, Sun conjunction Venus on 
the 5th, Mercury trine Saturn\on the 7th. 
The Ascendant of the figure is Taurus, the 
sign of finances and economics, with Uranus 


forcing social change and experimentation. 
The main features of the lunar months are re- 
bellion of the rank and file against a system 
which has broken down under the weight of 
social conscience, resurgence of the political 
party now out of power but becoming ex- 
tremely vocal about criticism of experiments 
tried by the administration, disruptive in- 
fluence on the homes of the nation and 
severe weather conditions; these all reach- 
ing a climax about September Ist. 

Social workers find the period difficult; 
domestic relations seem unusually disrupted 
by the forces of economic change. Uncon- 
ventional solutions of the problem presented 
by home life and parenthood receive undue 
publicity; people in high places influence the 
masses by bad example. With unusual clar- 
ity it may be seen that the nation founded 
on shifting, insecure homes must be a shaky 
skyscraper at best. 

Agricultural, building and land policies are 
in the thick of the storm—controversy is loud 
but has little remedy to offer for ills. Wind 
damage or earth shocks may occur near 
September 1st; unusual weather damages 
crops quite heavily. Public finances are up- 
set near this same date, the trend being 
erratic, unpredictable and not based upon 
the natural expectations of experience until 
a firmer, more calm period about the 7th and 
8th. Racial hatreds, fears and antagonisms 
are intensified September 9th and 10th, lead- 
ing probably to some shameful and out- 
rageous occurrence between the 23rd and 
30th of the month. 
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More Economical Relief Program 


A more economical and sensible program 
for the handling of welfare and relief prob- 
lems is inaugurated near September 7th; 
farmers and landlords may feel injured, but 
amore constructive state of affairs is reached. 
More serious attention is paid to the needs 
of children and to the heritage of sturdy 
health, which must not be thrown away by 
a foolish national economy. 


No Major Outbreaks in Europe 


Foreign affairs continue militant and 
threatening, but Mars retrograde at the New 
Moon is weakened and there are no major 
outbreaks under the “sand-in-the-bearings” 
aspects of September 2nd and 3rd. Our own 
people are strongly defensive of our own soil 
but not interested in any other. 

Art, amusements, recreations and creative 
activities are strongly marked all during the 
lunar month, especially near September 5th 
and during the latter part of September. 
Water resorts and the screen, dance and 
symbolic art forms are strongly favored. 


September Lunation 


The New Moon at 6:22 a.m. on September 
13th, in the 20th degree of Virgo, begins the 
lunar month ending October 11th. The luna- 
tion occurs just above the Ascendant in con- 
junction with the planets Neptune and Venus 
and trine to Uranus. The Sun, Moon, Venus 
and Mercury form a succession of trines to 
Mars. The first house of the lunation figure 
signifies the nation and its people, also ac- 
tivity and definite events. Thus the figure is 
a powerful one, signifying far-reaching and 
important development in the nation’s his- 
tory. Saturn, Uranus and Jupiter are all 
retrograde during this lunar month, indicat- 
ing a slowing up of repressive, progressive 
and expansive forces ruled by these bodies. 
On the other hand, art, social harmony, mys- 
ticism, industry and private enterprise are 
strongly stimulated by the configurations of 
this lunar chart.

Working on the material plane, these as- 
pects improve public finances, transportation 
and foreign trade. Cooperation is sought and 
found; for once, all are in the mood to feel 
common interests and aims, to realize that 
the welfare of one must flow from the welfare 
of all. While there is still a grave outlook 
in diplomatic affairs on possibilities of war, 
death and economic collapse, the immediate 
events of the lunar month are leading toward 
peace and understanding. 

Speculation is risky and much hindered by 
the destructive influence of taxes; a more 
realistic attitude must be taken toward this 
situation by Congress. Steel, coal and other 
mining products, and the socialization of 
medicine are extremely sore points; reforms 
and the death of old forms must come before 
there is healing. Blocked, angry and fearful 
until the 23rd of September, speculation takes 
a strong new hold on life as Mercury and the 
Sun trine Mars, then afflicting Jupiter aspects 
run away with judgment to an unsound peak 
about the 28th, after which the lambs will 
receive their usual slaughter the 30th.

Diseases 


With the Moon in Sagittarius at birth, the 
nervous organism is emphasized to an as- 
tonishing degree, more, I think, than is com- 
monly supposed. I have spoken of the effect 
of an afflicted Moon in this Sign upon the 
speech of the native, of the fact that it com- 
monly gives a more or less notable impedi- 
ment or, at least, a hesitation in enunciating 
properly, the malco-ordination of some one 
or other of these faculties being usually 
pronounced. Other than this, the most nota- 
ble physical reactions of the Moon when 
placed in this asterism is the production of 
accidents, particularly of gunshot wounds and 
of falls from and injuries due to horses.

down the rows pulling up the plants. There 
was a lot of hokum about scarcity, rising 
labor costs, advancing prices, and all the clap- 
trap and ballyhoo that always precedes a 
raid on the public pocket. 

The bottom fell out in the Fall of 1937, 
and twenty million people would have 
starved if twenty billion dollars had not 
been added to the public debt to feed them. 


The strangest thing about the picture is 
the incredible fact that no one in a position 
to do anything about it sees anything familiar 
in it. The press is screaming panic into the 
hearts of the people over the sparking fuses 
leading to the powder kegs of communism, 
fascism, and the other isms, without offer- 
ing any other remedy than that old platitude 
about the hair of the dog being good for the 
bite. In other words, “the good old American 
way” got us into the mess and nothing else 
under heaven can get us out of it. Give 
the country back into the hands of the 
malefactors of great wealth (italics a phrase 
of the former Roosevelt) and everything will 
be all right.

And from the bosom of the infinite wisdom 
which has guided this country from its birth, 
a third and final exhortation to do those 
very things will be heard and felt in the 
next and presidential year of 1940.
